Approves Committee Reports. 


The position of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation was determined by the 
unanimous approval by its Board of 
Directors of reports submitted to the 
board by its Committee on City Tran- 
sit, of which Louis F. Comstock ‘is 
Chairman, and by its Committee on 
Taxation and Public Revenue, of 
which George C. Pratt is Chairman. 

The recommendations of the Com- 
mittee on City Transit read in part: 

“The two reports—one by Mr. Un- 
termyer and. the other by Mr. Smith 
—have probably developed all the as- 
certainable essential facts concerning 
the transit problem and have clari- 
fied that problem as it has not been 
heretofore clarified. Your committee 
believes that the time has arrived 
for placing these facts before a board 
composed of impartial, able men of 
affairs who, as a board, will be 
charged with the duty of studying 
the problem as shown by these facts

General approval of the Smith re- 
port was given in the report of the 
committee, which favored an in- 
creased fare. The report declared 
that the proposals made by Mr, Un- 
termyer sought the retention of the 
5-cent fare by means which were 
believed to be unsound economically 
and ethically and which would result 
in long litigation to the detriment of 
the city if an attempt were made to 
put the Untermyer plan into effect. 
The report continued: 

“While we do not believe that the 
rapid transit companies, considered 
as a whole, are at present seriously 
suffering under the 5-cent fare, this 
is primarily due to the fact that a 
considerable part of the cost of 
transportation on the subways is 
subsidized by the city, and this rel- 
atively favorable condition is only 
temporary. Even now, improvements 
in service and personnel are impos- 
sible with the present rate of fare. 
Further, practically all surface lines 
have for a long time been operated 
at a loss on the 5-cent fare, which, 
while probably adequate under pre- 
war conditions, is now, with in- 
creased costs of labor and materials, 
equivalent to no more than a 3-cent 
fare in 1913. , 

“Tt has been repeatedly shown by 
the Board of Transportation and by 
independent investigators, including 
Controller Berry’s expert, 3 a 
Smith, a transit engineer of high re- 
pute, that, on the average, passen- 
gers cannot be carried on our exist- 
ing repid transit lines for 5 cents 
without being subsidized from’ taxa- 
tion. To cover interest and sinkin 
fund on the city’s present invest- 
ment, in addition to the necessary 
costs incurred by the rating com-. 
panies, a fare of at least»6 cents 
would be required—the equivalent of 
approximately a 4-cent e twelve 
years ago. Nor would this increase 
make gufficient allowance for im- 
proving facilities, bettering the ser- 
vice and more adequately compen-

Pay Too Low for His “Deals,”

claring that the $180 monthly 
salary of a bank cashier was not.

signed confession last night that 
he embezzled $25,000 from his em- 
ployers. He pleaded guilty when 
arraigned yesterday. 

“I never spent a dime of the 
money for myself,’ said Barlow, 
who is 26 years old. ‘‘It all went 
into my various interests. 

“I was interested in several oil 
deals, a small loan company, a 
stop signal company that even- 
tually would have brought a mil- 
lion dollars in business. I also 
dabbled a little in the stock 
market.’’

The Rey. Dr. Barnes, Bishop’ of 
Birmingham, who has been con- 
demned by some of his fellow-clergy 
for his whole-hearted adoption of the 
Darwinian theory of evolution, was 
about to deliver a sermon on ‘‘Man’s 
Creation—Blind Me | anism or Divine 
Design?” when Canon  Bullock- 
Webster of St. Michael’s, Cornhill, 
stepped forward, surrounded by a 
bodyguard of laymen, and to the as- 
tonishment of the vast congregation 
proceeded to denounce the Bishop for 
his ‘‘false and heretical teaching,”’ 
protested against his being invited to 
preach in St. Paul’s °~d called for 
his trial in respect of his utterances 
and demanded that if found guilty 
he be ‘‘cast out of the Church of 
God.”’ 


Organist Drowns Speaker’s Voice. 


The organist, who saw that some- 
thing untoward was happening, 
started playing and increased the 
volume of sound until the voice of 


the protesting clergyman was lost 
except to those near by. A number 
of the congregation, anxious to hear 
what was being said, rushed along 
the aisle and the vergers were hard 
put to it to keep order. 

As Canon Bullock-Webster read 
from a paper his denunciation, many 
amens from different parts of the 
cathedral indicated that he had 
many supporters. 

During all this time Bishop Barnes 
stood quietly ir. the pulpit apparently 
unmoved by the demonstration be- 
low, and as soon as the canon and 
his supporters turned to leave the 
cathedral he began his sermon. 

In his recent sermon in Westmin- 
ster Abbey Bishop Barnes declared 
that Darwin’s triumph had destroyed 
the whole theological scheme. Man 
was an animal slowly gaining spirit- 
ual understanding and rising far 
above his distant ancestors, he said. 
It was quite impossible to harmon- 
ize this conclusion of scientific in- 
quiry with the traditional theology 
of any branch of the Christian 
Church. 


Seeks to Reconcile Theories. 


In his sermon today. the. Bishop 
made no direct reference to the scene 
which had just occurred, but essayed 


to reconcile modern science and re- 
ligion. He said: . 

*‘There is still too much misunder- 
standing about the relation between 
scientific discovery and religious be-

ALBANY, .Oct. 16.—Just what the 
peoplefof the State of New York have 
received in permanent public improve- 
ménts during the last four years, in 
return for the expenditure of State 
bond issues, is described by Gover- 
nor Alfred E. Smith in a 127-page 
booklet to be made public tomorrow 
and entitled ‘‘Progress of Public Im- 
provements: A Report to the People 
of the State of New York.”’ 

In rendering an account of his 
stewardship in regard to permanent 
improvements the Governor has told 
in word and picture an almost com- 
plete story of the building and gen- 
eral constructive program of his Ad- 
ministration. The pictures show 
conditions that exist now in the vari- 
ous fields of activity, as compared 
with the state of affairs four years 
ago. : : 
In an introductory statement of 
eleven pages Governor Smith ex- 
plains in detail his policy of issuing 
State bonds for making lasting im- 
provements. 


quel to the:statement on the finan: 
cial condition of the State published 


by Governor Smith on Aug. 1 laste 


In“his foreword the Governor ex- 
plains’ that, although bond issues to- 
taling $465,000,000 have been author- 
ized, only $42,475,000 in bonds have 
actually “been sold. 


Covers Six Lines of Work. 


The report itself is divided into six 
parts, dealing specifically with the 
construction of new buildings, high- 
ways, bridges, the vehicular tunnel 
under the Hudson, ‘elimination of 
grade crossings and the expansion 
and improvement of State parks and 
parkways. 

At the outset the Governor points 
out how money is made available for 
improvements, and presents his ar- 
guments for the issuing of bonds. 

“The State gets money in two 
ways,’’ the Governor says in his in- 
troductory statement. ‘‘First, receipts 
from taxation and other minor 
sources of revenue, and second, pro- 
ceeds from the sale of State bonds. 
Using. bond money issue is no new 
custom, but has been in ‘operation 
for a great number of years. The 
total cost of enlarging the canal 
system of the State was met with 
money borrowed by the sale of 
bonds. The great State forest pre- 
serve was in large part purchased 
with bond issue money. he Sara- 
toga Springs Reservation was pur- 
chased with money received from the 
sale of bonds. The fact of the mat- 
ter is that the State has paid for 
practically all of its large projects 
from receipts from the sale of bonds. 

“If it was good policy to build a 
road from the sale of bonds, why is 
it not good policy to build a hospi- 
tal, a building, a prison or a bridge, 
or to purchese land from the sale of 
bonds, when we take into considera- 
tion that modern buildings and 
bridges have probably several times 
the life of a road, and that the land 


is an absolutely permanent pos- 
session. 


Explains Policy of Bond Issues. 


“In the fiscal year 1927 we are 
meeting out of current revenues not 


only the fixed and definite overhead 
charges of, the Government on a 
proper basis, including greatly in- 
creased contributions to schools, but 
also an expenditure of $43,210,000 for

the State highway system and the 
construction of new bridges on that 
system, including State aid to towns 
and counties for the repair and main- 
tenance of town and county high- 
ways.

Commissioner Admiral Bristol on the 
subject.. Kemal alone set his face 
against foreign control. Single- 
handed he organized the National 
Party of Eastern Anatolia. ¢ The 
Sivas Congress there, held in 1919, 
constituted a Turkish declaration of 
independence, when Kemal was 
elected official leader. 

The speech was resumed today. 
The next seven days will complete 
the history°and include the momen- 
tous crisis of the Greek invasion and 
defeat, when S was ‘burned 
and Kemal reached the military pin- 
nacle as savior of the country and 


won the title of Ghazi, meaning con- 
queror. 

While all this history is familar to 
Constantinople the Ghazi’s object’ is 
to educate peasant Anatolia on the 
subject.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Albert B. 
(Fall, Secretary.of the Interior dur- 
ving the first two years of the Hard- 
Ying Administration, and Harry F. 
‘Sinclair, head of the oil- interests 
searing his'name, will go on trial in 

e Criminal Branch ‘of the Supreme 
lourt of the District. of Columbia 
at 10 o’clock' tomorrow morning on 
L tie charge that, in 1922, they entered 
into a conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
érnment of ‘the United States in the 
lease of the Teapot Dome Naval Re- 
serve oil field in Wyoming. More 
than. seventy witnesses, subpoenaed 
by the ‘Government, dre in Washing- 
ton ready to take the, witness stand. 

Mr. Fall. arrived ‘Thursday night 
and has been in. daily conference 
with his lawyers. Mr. Sinclair ar- 
rived today. Neither has said a word 
up to this time about the case and 
the opinion in “Washington is that 
neither of them will take the wit- 
ness stand. Their main defense, ac- 
cording to reports in informed 
circles, will: be that the leasing of 
the reserve was necessary because of 
the drainage of the oil into adjacent 
and privately owned fields, and that 
it was in the interest of the national 
defense. 


Conspiracy, Government Contends. 


On the other hand, the Government 
will teke the position that the ques- 
tion is not one of drainage or na- 
tional defense, but solely the issue 


of whether or not there was a con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government. 

Since the trial, in November of last 
year, of Fall and Edward L. Do- 
heny on the same charge involving 
the lease of the Elk Hills Cal.) 
Navel Oil Reserve, the Supreme 
Court has handed down unanimous 
Gecisions holding that both the Elk 
Hills and the Teapot Dome leases 
were obtained by fraud and corrup- 
tion, and ordering the properties re- 
turned to the Government. Whether 
or not the Government will seek to 
get the decisions of the highest court 
before the jury cannot be answered 
at this time. If the effort is made, 
it is certain to be vigorously opposed 
by the defense. 

The big battle, however, will come 
when the Government moves to get 
the facts in the Continental Trading 
Company, Ltd., of Canada, deal be- 
fore the jury. The Supreme Court, 
in its decision last week, declared 
that such facts as were disclosed at 
the trial of the civil suit to cancel 
the Teapot Dome lease made it plain 
the concern was organized for an 
illegitimate purpose.

The man slammed the door with 
a violence that rattled the unwashed 
dinner dishes on the. table. Mutter- 
ing, he turned toward: the stairs and 
started down. The woman in the 
bed—a lazy woman, he thought—had 
sniffed as he turned to go. The 
derision had fed his anger. 

He started from the lodging house 
at 135° West 104th Street. for the 
butcher shop at Broadway and 110th 
Street where; as Harry Gilmore, he 
was known .as the butcher who had 
a horror of the keen-edged knives 
that were the tools of his trade. He 
had fainted when the butcher next 
him had cut his finger and his. dread 
of the sharp blades was akin to that 
which some persons have when they 
look from heights. 

The fury that possessed him grew 
as he walked. He had: given this 
woman all his money, this woman 
the neighbors thought was his 
‘sister’? and whose. eight-year-old 
son, Billy, called him ‘‘uncle.’’

Loss of Patronage a Question. 


These measures made their ap- 
pearance after the 1925 census fig- 
ures had been made public and ‘stb- 
jected to a vigorous attack by the 
Democratic leaders as discriminat- 
ing against the cities, especially 
New York, with a view to holding 


down the representation of all 
centres of large population in the 
law-making body in the interest of 
the rural sections, which are over- 
wielmingly Republican. The Demo- 
crats n.ver succeeded in substantiat- 
ing their charges and the general ac- 
curacy of the 1925 census figures has 
since been upheld by authorities on 
such questions. 

The objection of the Republicans to 
the Democratic proposal to abolish 
the State census may have been 
based on the ground that this would 
involve the loss of considerable pat- 
ronage. State census funds invari- 
ably have been looked upon by politi- 
cians of both parties as the means of 
distributing a lot of ‘‘easy money” 
to party workers. The Democrats 
were less apt to be influenced by 
that consideration, because it has 
been regarded as a foregone conclu- 
sion that in most instances control 
of enumerations and the parrousee 
involved would rest with their politi- 
cal opponents. 

An objection, openly avowed by the 
Republicans, was that the Federal 
census, taken. every ten years mark- 
ing the beginning of a decade, in- 
stead of the State census taken in 
midway years ending with five, 
would not readily lend itself to the 
system of legislative apvortionment 
in vogue in this State. The Federal 
census figures, used for Congres- 
sional avportionments, have for 
their basis the number of inhabi- 
tants, regardless of whether they are 
voters or not, while State Senate 
districts are carved out with. the 
citizen population as a basis. ‘The 
Federal census districts also, accord- 
ing to the Republicans, differ radi- 
cally from the divisions made for the 
State census, and these latter are 
formed with a view to the grouping

The 
Controller’s expert recommends in- 
cluding these lines in any construc- 
tive transit plan adopted by New 
York City; the Untermyer report 
excludes them on the ground that 
they have been losing money. As a 
matter of fact, they lose money 
because the 5 cent fare allowed is 
not sufficiently high to cover the 
cost of service. Destruction of prop- 
erty rights of the owners of the 
surface lines is advocated by Mr. 
Untermyer’s report rather than a 
coordination of existing and _ pro- 
posed transit facilities with the sur- 
face lines, which would lead to 
greater convenience and lower aver- 
age fares. 


Sees Five Systems.

CONDEMNS DEBT MEASURE. 


Citizens Union Urges Defeat of 
$300,000,000 Bond Amendment. 


The Citizens Union issued yester- 
day a State-wide appeal to voters to 
defeat the proposed amendment in- 
creasing the debt limit of New York 
and certain up-State cities, on the 
ground that it would lead to ‘‘an 
orgy of borrowing,’’ and that the 
$300,000,000, which New York City 
would get in increased borrowing 
power under it was not wanted for 
subway construction, as contended, 
but really to release other city bor- 
rowing power for recapture of B. 
M. T. and Interborough subways. 
The statement containing the appeal 
condemned the transit readjustment 
plan proposed by Samuel Untermyer, 
special counsel of the Transit Com- 
mission, and urged modification of 
the city’s contracts with the traction 
companies to make the subways self- 
sustaining, even if it did mean an in- 
creased fare. 

“The recent report of Mr. Unter- 
myer to the Transit Commission has 
revealed that the real purpose of this 
amendment is to release New York 
City’s existing borrowing capacity 
for use in recapturing existing sub- 
ways,” the union’s statement read. 
“That purpose condemns the pro- 
posal, for its’ success would mean 
the disintegration of existing lines, 
multiplication of car fares and post- 
ponement of a solution of ew 
York’s transit problems for all the 
years, during which bitter litigation

WANTS A NEW HUDSON TUBE. 


Mercantile Association Asks for a 
Vehicular Tunnel to Hoboken. 


The Central Mercantile Association 
has placed the demand for a second 
vehicular tunnel under the Hudson 


River at the head of its program for 
the next year, it was announced yes- 
terday by C. Stanley Mitchell, Presi- 
dent of the organization. 

“Special engineers are at work on 
our report,’’ said Mr, Mitchell, ‘‘and 
we shall be ready to go before the 
next Legislature with a tunnel plan 
so logical that its acceptance can 
hardly be doubted. The Hoboken 
Chamber of Commerce and other 
New Jersey organizations are giving 
cooperation which is helpful and en- 
couraging. The second vehicular 
tunnel as planned will drop under 
the river somewhere between Elev- 
enth Street and Eighteenth Street, 
extending to Hoboken, 

“Another of our pet projects is the 
extension of the Fourteenth Street 
subway westward from Sixth Avenue. 
The Central Mercantile Association 
has received assurance that the con- 
tract for that extension will be 
awarded within ten weeks. 

“Street traffic problems continue 
to-hold the attention of business men 
generally. William K. Meyer, one of 
our more active members, is urging 
that we persuade Mayor Walker that 
the streets of New York should be 
cared ‘for as are the tracks of a rail- 
road.. “That is,’ says Mr, Meyer, ‘by 
the use of section gangs working on 
emergency notice, so that street 
trenches may not delay traffic.’ ’’

BRITISH EDITOR HERE 
TO STUDY OUR PRESS 


J. A. Spender Is First to Win 
Senior Page Fellowship From 
English-Speaking Union. 


DINNER FOR HIM THURSDAY 


Will Remain Here a Week, Then 
Start Three Months’ Tour of 
Our Principal Cities. 


J. Alfred Spender, noted British 
journalist and @uthor and former 
editor of The Westminster Gazette, 
arrived last night on the Atlantic 
Transport liner Minnewaska, with 
Mrs. Spender, to spend three months 
in the United States. 

Mr. Spender comes to this country 
as the first Senior Fellow appointed 
to the American Newspaper Fellow- 
ship established in memory of Walter 
Hines Page by the English-Speaking 
Union of the United States. The 
British journalist was met at the 
pier, foot of West Sixteenth Street, 
by Henry J. Fisher of the union’s 
Board of Directors and John Daniels, 
National Secretary of the union. 

Mr. Spender said he had come here 
to learn all about the newspaper 
business and would spend a great 
deal of his time visiting the printing 
plants in the big. cities. 

Asked about England, he said the 
country was prosperous and there 
‘was no reason for any depression in 
regard to the future outlook. 

“I have not.seen England more 
prosperous than she is at the present 
time for many years,’’ he declared. 

Regarding American newspapers, 
he said he a they had an ad- 
vantage over ose of Europe by 
being localized, whereas in England 
and on the Continent, they were 
what he termed centralized. 

Asked about the feeling in England 
toward America over the debt ques- 
tion, the British journalist replied: 

“T have read about anti-American 
feeling in the newspapers, but I have 
not met with it myself anywhere in 
England and do not believe it. The 
debt is regarded as a business prop- 
osition in England. We have put our 
name to the bond and of course we 
will pay.’’ 

On Thursday evening Mr. and Mrs. 
Spender will be welcomed to Amer- 
ica at a dinner in their honor at 
the Plaza Hotel, at which Mr. 
Spender will deliver his first address 
in the United States, which will deal 
largely with the public press as a 
medium for promoting better ac- 
quaintance and understanding be- 
tween the English-speaking peoples. 
Henry J. Allen, former Governor of 
Kansas and publisher of The Wichita 
Daily Beacon, will respond to Mr. 
Spender’s address, and George W. 
Wickersham, Chairman of the union, 
will preside. 

After remaining here about a week 
Mr. Spender will visit Boston, De- 
troit, Chicago, Wichita, San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, New Orleans, 
Atlanta, Washington, Philadelphia 
and perhaps several other cities, re- 
turning to New York in January be- 
fore sailing for England.

The registration by boroughs for 
this year follows: 

Manhattan, 360,557; Bronx, 210,- 
896; Brooklyn, 443,858; Queens, 204,- 
452; Richmond, 38,326. 

The registration was said to be en- 
tirely satisfactory to Tammany and 
its allied Democratic organizations 
in the other parts of the city. The 
Tammany machine has been busy 
during the registration period and 
its leaders are confident that the 
majority of unregistered qualified 
voters are those who usually vote the 
Republican ticket. 

Tammany intends to roll up large 
majorities against amendment for a 
four-year term for Governor and for 
the amendment to increase the city’s 
borrowing power $300,000,000 to build 
new subways. It is confident that 
the registration is large enough to 
enable it to make the New York City 
vote on these amendments decisive.

PARIS,’ Oct. 16.—Without saying 
good-bye to any one, without present- 
ing to the President of the Republic 
his letters of recall, Ambassador 
Christian Rakovsky, who for three 
years has represented the Soviet 
Republic in France, slipped out. of 
the capital this morning near dawn 
on his way back to Moscow and to 
his new appaintment as Ambassador 
to Tokio. 

He departed as a persona non 
grata, recalled. by his own Govern- 
ment at the request of France. He 
had intended to go by train yester- 
day and two places were booked for 


him on the Berlin express, but those | 


who went to the station to see him 
off were disappointed. 

Though the Ambassador’s baggage 
was taken aboard the train, for some 
reason which is not yet quite clear, 
he himself thought it wiser to slip 
away quietly by automobile. Natur- 


ally, at the hour of 6 o’clock in the 
morning, there was no one, neither 
friends nor enemies, and certainly 
no official representatives of the 
French Government, at the embassy 
to bid him farewell. 

When he came to Paris M. Rakov- 
sky had an opportunity to make a 
very great success of his mission.

Francis P. Garvan, President of 
the Chemical Foundation and for- 
merly Alien Property Custodian and 
Assistant Attorney General, com- 
menting yesterday on the formation 
of a European chemical trust, said: 

“Is there an American whose soul 
is so dead as not to thrill at such a 
threat and menace as this combine 
makes against the safety and inde- 
pendence of our national defense, 
our national health and our national 
industrial progress? The extent of 
the danger is easy to comprehend. 

“What was our position in 1914? 
That position can come again and 
will come again unless all the Amer- 
ican people unite against this com- 
bine threatening their peace’ and 
their prosperity. I don’t mean that 
our chemical industries should be 
made an exception to the spirit of 
our laws and allowed to combine. To 
me the elimination of competition 
within the nation would be a fatal 
weakness, as it will prove the rot of 
the European combine. But I do 
mean that all our people must be one 
industrially — colleges and schools, 
physicians and chemists, legislators 
and Government officials, all men 
and women, all student boys and 
girls must be one in appreciating 
what a free and _. progressive 
chemistry means to our country. 

“Don’t make the mistake of think- 
ing this is a dye fight, or a nitrate 
fight, or a rayon fight, or a fight for 
Asiatic or South American markets. 
No, it is a fight to reassert European 
(in reality German—the French and 
English have been duped) suprem- 
acy in chemistry and chemical prog- 
ress, and that means German mili- 
tary supremacy and German indus- 
trial supremacy and German su- 
premacy in drugs and potential ne- 
cessities. 

“America will never join such a 
combine. Germany may lull France, 
England, Italy and Switzerland to 
sell their chemical independence and 
progress for a miserable small per- 
centage of present business. But en- 
lightened American industry, en- 
lightened American opinion and en- 
lightened American legislation will 
not allow our betrayal.”

Industrial Board Figures Show 
Philadelphia Wages Exceed 
London and Berlin, Too. 


If paid in gold, a Paris bricklayer 
would have to work nearly ten times 
as many hours to earn an ounce of 
the precious metal as a Philadelphia 
bricklayer; a man in the same trade 
in London would have to work near- 
ly twenty-eight hours for every eight 
hours worked by the Philadelphia 
man, and a bricklayer of Berlin 
‘would have to work more than forty 
hours for every eight hours of the 
Philadelphian. 

These figures were given out yes- 
terday by the National Industrial 
Conference Board as illustrating the 
differences in wages paid in the 
cities cited during 1926. They do not 
represent, however, relative purchas- 
ing power of wage earners in the 
various countries.

The two above entitled suits, for the alleged infringement of 
two patents, have been consolidated and tried together by con- 
sent of the parties. pis 

The first above entitled suit is based upon patent No. 1,125,- 
476, issued by the United States Patent Office to Georges 
Claude, for “System of Illuminating by Luminescent, Tubes, 
dated January 1, 1915, the effective date of invention being 
November 28, 1910, the date of the filing of the corresponding 
French patent No. 434,525. 

The second above entitled suit is based upon patent No. 
1,191,495, issued by the United States Patent Office to Georges 
Claude, for “Method for Separating Neon from Gases with which 
it is Mixed,’ dated July 18, 1916, the effective date of invention 
being June 24, 1912, the date of the filing of the corresponding 
French patent No. 456,694. 

Both of these patents were duly assigned by Georges Claude 
to the plaintiff, of which he is a stockholder. 

The bill in each ‘suit prays for an injunction, accounting of 
profits and damages. 

The defendant has interposed the defenses of invalidity and 
non-infringement in each suit. . ’ 


On the trial it was conceded that the defense was conducted 
arid controlled by the Rainbow Light, Inc., and that the opera- 
tions of E. Machlett & Son, complained of as an infringement, 
were carried on by them for jit. . 

The books, articles, catalogues, photographs, patents and 
tubes, introduced to show the prior state of the art, anticipation 
and prior uses, were numerous, and it does not seem necessary 
to analyze each of them, although all of them had my serious 
consideration, 

For the sake of convenience I will consider the patents in suit 


in their order. 
i Patent No. 1,125,476. 


first patent in su:t, No. 1,125,476, there are two claims, 
noth Af anion the plaintiff contends the defendant imfringed. 
lai eads as follows: : ee 
—* TaN luminescent tube containing previousl; purified 
neon and provided with iriternal electrodes for illuminat- 
ing said gas, said electrodes being deprived of occluded 
gases and having an area exceeding 1.5 square decimeters 
per ampere, to decrease the vaporization of the electrodes 
and prevent the consequent formation upon the walls of 
the tube, in proximity tc said electrodes, of deposits con- 
taining said gas, whereby the luminosity of the tube is 
maintained constant for a very considerable period of time 
without a fresh introduction of gas.” 

Claim 2 differs from Claim 1 only in that it contains the ad- 
ditional provision with reference to the electrodes, ‘‘and being 
supported without direct contact with the walls of the tube.” - 

The preferred method of accomplishing this result, as shown in 
the specifications, is by means of two collars of glass beads, i, e.: 

From the specification and claims of the patent in suit it is 
apparent that what the petitioner was seeking ‘to obtain was a 
Geisseler tube using previously purified neon gas, which without 
the introduction thereafter uf fresh gas would maintain con- 
stant its luminosity for a considerable period of time. 

The period of time im question was undoubtedly more than 
one thousand hours, because that. represents the average length 
of the life of an electric bulb, with which the tube in question 
would. be compelled to compete. 

At the outset it is well to recall that Claude: did not discover 
neon gas; on the contrary, neon was discovered-in 1898 by 
Ramsey and: Travers,’ and its various characteristics were all 
well -known prior to any date with which we are concerned. 

Claude, by an invention of his, was able to produce neon gas 
at a reasonable cost, whereas before that invention the cost of 
neon gas was so high as to make it impossible to use it 
commercially. . : ; 

For that invention he is entitled to the highest credit, but 
the aaa of neon gas was not the invention of the patent 
in suit. 

Knowing as we do what Claude was seeking to obtain; the 
first question to be determined is what was the invention of 
the patent in suit? 

The tube shown in the patent in suit is not new but it is 
a Geisseler tube, consisting of a glass vessel comprising two 
enlarged ends connected together with a portion of smaller 
diameter, in each of which ends is enclosed an electrode, the 
tube evacuated and gas being the sole medium between the 
electrodes, 

Such tubes were well known in the art for many years 


- before any date with which we are concerned, and many kinds 


of gas, both of the active, common,,or.diatonic gas group, in- 
cluding nitrogen, hydrogen, oxygen, carbon monoxide and carbon 
dioxide, and of the rare inert or monatomic group, including 
neon, helium, argon and krypton, but not xenon, had been 
described as the gaseous medium, but on the passage of an 
electric current through the gas, each had its own characteristic 
color. See United States patents to Beck, No, 452,514; to Bohn, 
No. 524,752; to Kilmer, No. [%2,649, and to Moore, No. 699,208,

From the patent itself it is obvious that Claude believed 
that all prior to Geisseler tubes were short lived, but without 
conceding the correctness of that belief, let us see what he 
stated was the cause, because it was the discovery of a way 
to lengthen this life, so as to compete with the electric bulb, 
that must have constituted his invention, 


He ascribed that short life to the electrodes being too small, 
and being heated enormously on the passage of the current, 
owing to the considerable drop in potential which occurs at the 
electrodes, causing them to disintegrate, or as it is called 
volatilize, vaporize, or sputter, and particles thereof to_fly 
from the electrodes and form a film or coating on the glass 
surrounding them, which film or coating would absorb or en- 
trap the molecules of gas within the tube, reduce the pressure, 
and dissipate or use up the gas to an extent that there would 
not be sufficient remaining to conduct the current from one 
electrode to another, 


This was not a discovery of Claude's, although inferentially, 
if not actually, he seems to so contend in the. specification. 
On the contrary, it was well known ‘to the art that at a’ given 
pressure of gas, when current at low value flows through the 
tube, a cathode glow occurs at the electrode. With a gradual 
increase of current this glow proceeds to a corresponding extent 
over the electrode until a point is reached when, with the given 
pressure, a certain value of current causes the glow to expand 
over and encompass the entire surface of the electrode. The 
cathode drop, i. e., the difference in potential between the end 
of the electrode and the end of Crooke’s dark space, immediately 
adjacent thereto, stays constant.and is: practically negligible up 
to this point, being less than is necessary to cause undue 
volatilization, vaporization, sputtering, or disintegration of the 
electrodes, This is called the normal cathode drop in potential. 
Should the current continue to increase beyond that point, the 
‘cathode -drop» becomes immediately enormously increased, and 
the difference in potential means a loss of electrical energy, 
which does not merely disappear but dissipates itself in the 
form of heat accompanied with a physical phenomena which 
is similar to impact, and it is the combination of heat and 
impact so caused that causes the electrode to disintegrate. 


A remedy for this Claude suggested in his specification of 
the patent in suit, “if the surface of the electrode is sufficiently 
large for the heating to be small the vaporization is smaller 
and the disappearance of the neon is very slow and a very 
long life of the tube may be obtained by this method.” 

Sic the specification it would appear that Claude errone- 
ously thought this was his discovery, and he also thought that 
in this respect he had discovered that neon behaved in a 
different manner from other gases. 

In this I think he was in. error. 

The only difference between neon and helium is the difference 
that exists in their inherent characteristics; both are inert, rare 
gases of the atmosphere, with different characteristic color in 
their spectrum. 


1 hold with the Examiner of the Patent Office, ‘French 
Patent No. 846,487 points out the desirability of providing a 
helium lamp with Jarge electrode, and British Patent No. 4098, 
of 1910, points out the equivalence of neon and helium.’ See, 
also, Defendant’s Exhibit D, Bulletin No. 89, Bureau of Stand- 
ards, December 1907, No. 13, Baly’s Pape “The Spectra of 
Neon, Krypton and Xenon,’’ 1903. No. 27, Thompson’s Book, 
“Conduction of Electricity Through Gases,’’ 1906 Edition, page 
47, Defendant’s Exhibit G, ‘‘Psuedo High Vacua,’’ by Soddy & 
MacKenzie, Defendant’s Exhibit D, No. 26. 


By amendment of his claims after rejection from ‘“‘rare gases 
of the atmosphere’? to ‘‘neon,’”’ regardless of whether such 
amendment was required, the patentee Jimited his patent to 
neon as the medium between the .electrodes, and also limited 
each claim by inserting ‘‘being deprived of occluded gases and” 
after ‘‘electrodes.”’ 


It seems to me that the only disclosures of the patent in suit 
over those of patent No. 1,131,910, issued by the United States 
Patent Office to Georges. Claude, dated March 16, 1915, on 
application filed February 27, 1911, are a different specific 
method of purifying the neon, depriving the electrodes of their 
occluded gases and a definite area for the electrodes, 

In my opinion the spectral tubes are an analogous art, they 
are luminescent tubes, and that is what is described in cach 
claim of the patent in suit, “a luminescent tube.” 

‘They were not pure tubes, regardless of whether it was 
possible to make them pure. 

There is no limitation of the patent in suit to signs, but it is 
for a “‘system of illumination by luminescent tubes’ to be used 
for any purpose. 

1 am convinced that the plaintiff's expert was in error in his 
claim of a capillary phenomena restricted to spectral tubes, and 
that the only difference between a spectral tube and a lighting 
tube is in degree or size. 

Claude claimed as his invention— 

Previously purified neon; 

Electrodes deprived of their occluded gases; 

Klectrodes having a surface area exceeding the critical area 
of 1.5 square decimeters per ampere to prevent vaporization, . 

These are necessary elements, and although ‘the prior art 
shows that the advantage of: obtaining pure neon was known, 
as also the depriving of the electrodes of their occluded. gases, 
and that large electrodes were preferable to small ones, all of 
these elements are not shown in any illuminating tube using 
a gaseous conductor. which has a life long enough: for practical 


purposes without refilling, which is in evidence or described in | 


any publication in evidence, nor are they all claimed in any 
patent in evidence, and Claude’s rile of relationship between 
current and electrode area is not specifically disclosed in any 
prior patent or publication. 

In so deciding I have not overlooked any of defendant’s evi- 
dence, especially the tubes forming names of gases constructed 
by the Bureau of Standards, which in my opinion were shown 
to have antedated the date of invention of the patent in suit, 
nor the Goetze Catalogue, which in my opinion was properly 
admitted in evidence; but by the combination which Claude 
claimed as his inyention, as distinguished frcm an experimental 
tube or light. 

The plaintiff cannot broadly claim invention in the statement 
of the rule of relationship between current and electrode area, 
because while no fixed rule had been stated, the electrodes of 
the tubes of the Bureau of Standards, and of the spectral tubes 
generally, had a surface area exceeding the criti area of 1.5 
square decimeters per ampere, or the same purpose as stated 
in the patent in suit, but the plaintiff can claim invention in the 
stated.rule of relationship, when found in combination with

I am not satisfied that defendant has borne that burden, 
because it does not seem to me that the series of tests made 
by the defendant’s witnesses, relying on the optical ap ance 
of the cathode glow to indicate when the cathode te had 
become abnormal, or the other method used by them of inserting 
a thermometer in a teal or thimble formed in the wall of the 
tube, the thermometer being exterior to the tube and not touch- 
ing the electrode, were reliable enough to warrant me in finding 
that plaintiff’s rule is incorrect. 

The button electrode which defendant claims it is now using 
was not considered by me on the question of infringement, be- 
cause no such electrode was u in the tubes which were 
alleged to bre ee nor do I think it is evidence that Claude’s 
rule of relationship between current and electrode is incorrect, 
because from Mr. Machlett’s testimony it appears that the 
result cannot,be obtained with the button electrode alone, but 
only in connection with the caesium mirror; therefore it may 
well be, but I do not so decide, that Mr. Machlett, in the use of 
the smaller electrode and the caesium mirror, has discovered a 
new article, and the rule of the patent in suit is correct when 
“ 5. not e . 

endant contends that the only controlling factor in the 
f the tube is the degree of pressure of the gas employed, 
and that this fact is not disclosed in the patent in suit, but, on 
the Gomera the disclosure of the patent in suit is inconsistent 

In my opinion defendant did not sustain this contention, 
because the life of the tube may be lengthened by increasing 
the length of the tube, thus obtaining more gas, and also be- 
cause with the ordina working pressures of between two 
millimeters and eight millimeters it does not make much differ- 
ence on the criti value of the area of the electrode, 1.5 square 
decimeters per ampere. ‘ 

The patent discloses that the pregsure of neon in the tube may 
be of the nature of a millimeter of mercury, and it is. a 
scientific fact that the degree of pressure at which neon is most 
conductive is of the order of one millimeter of mercury. 

I therefore cannot find that the patent is inoperative because 
length of life may be obtained by the sacrifice of efficiency, and 
this is what both plaintiff and defendant are doing. 

The fourth defense, that the patent in suit is invalid because 
it was not filed within one year of the filing of the corre- 
sponding application in France, was not sustained. 

The certified copies from the Patent Office all show that the 
application was filed November 9, 1911, while the da‘e of the 
filing of the application was November 28, 1910. 

There. was a clear compiance with Section 4887, Revised 
Statutes, and the filing date of the papers in the Patent Office 
is shown by the date endorsed on the papers, and not by the 
letter in evidence which states, ‘‘This application must be com- 
pleted on or before. November 28, 1911.’ 

On the question of infringement plaintiff contends that the 
question. of infringement is whether defendant’s tube, when 
completed, infringes claims 1 or 2 or the patent in suit, and 
that it is immaterial to that question how the. tube was 


‘ manufactured. 


That contention cannot be broadly sustained because, if it is 
true, thén anyone who constructs a luminescent tube containing 
electrodes with neon gas as the medium, which in script makes 
a letter or spells a-word, infringes and the tubes made by the 
Bureau of Standards, as well as many of the spectral tubes 
in evidence or described in published works, would, if later, 
infringe, but as they were earlier than the patent in suit they 
would: anticipate; which I have held they did not. — 

The patent in each claim calls for tubes containing previously 
purified neon and electrodes which have been deprived of their 
occluded gases, and in the specification rec! ed:

Electrodes deprived of occluded gases, as described in. the

Glass can be deprived of its occluded gases at .a temperature 
between 280 and 300 degrees C, . ‘ 

The heating of electrodes to 200 degrees C. cannot deprive 
the electrodes of occluded gases, and this seems to have been 
the limit of heat to which the electrodes of the alleged infring-

Both in the specification of the patent in suit and in the 
testimony of the plaintiff's expert the importance of pure neon

The patent in suit is not a pioneer patent but is for an 
improvement over the helium and other lights of the prior art, 
and there is no. infringement unless the three elements, viz., 
previously purified neon, electrodes deprived of their occluded 
gases, and electrodes having a surface area exceeding the 
critical area of 1.5 square decimeters per. ampere to prevent 
vaporization, which the patentee claimed as the invention of 
the patent in suit, are found in the alleged infringing mae 

om the testimony of the only witness produced by the 
plaintiff as to the alleged infringement, which was the manu- 
facture not the sale of the signs, it is clear that the alleged 
infringing signs did not contain the previously purified neon of 
the patent in suit, nor were the electrodes of the alleged infring- 
mg signs deprived of occluded gases, both of which are essential 
elements of the patent in suit. 

Mr. Machlett was not at the factory when the alleged infring- 
ing signs were manufactured, and therefore he was unable to 
testify as to the use of magnesium carbonate in these signs. 

Under the circumstances I see no necessity for considering 
the effect of the use of magnesium carbonate, as it is not shown 
that it was used in the‘alleged infringing signs with which, in 
this suit, this Court is alone concerned.

While the film version of Jesse 
James’s bullet-ridden career is un- 
doubtedly entertaining, chiefly be-

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A CHALLENGE TO AMERICAN 
BRAINS. 


In the news, printed in yesterday's 
TIMES, that a great Chemical Trust 
has been formed in Europe there is 
nothing that need necessarily alarm 
Americans. This new and powerful 
combination has resulted from the 
unification of the chemical indus- 
tries, first of Germany, then of 
France and finally of Great Britain. 
Here we have three formidable or- 
ganizations which may come to em- 
brace also comtpanies in Italy and 
Switzerland. The professed aim is 
to promote economies in production, 
to allot sales, and especially to go 
out into the countries where Ameri- 
can chemical industries have been 
finding a market and to try to take 
it for themselves. Our own territory 
they do not hope successfully to in- 
vade, except with a few products 
which may come into vogue and 
which they have anticipated us in 
manufacturing: The whole move 
may be thought of as one more step 
taken by industrial Europe to com- 
pete with large American producers. 
Certainly the country noted for mass 
manufacture and standardization has 
no ground for complaining of simi- 
lar efforts abroad. We could not 
prevent them if we would. Our 
jurisdiction over trusts and combina- 
tions does not extend across the sea, 
All that we can demand is a fair 
field and no favors in the great mar- 
kets of the world. 

Happily, the danger to us of this 
great chemical alliance.is not at all 
what it would have been before the 
war. Thanks to the men who, while 
we were at war, perceived the emer- 
gency and labored untiringly to meet 
it, we have achieved our chemical 
independence. It is. now estimated 
that our chemical industries are able 
to produce nearly everything re- 
quired by our domestic manufactur- 
ers, and have'a capacity at present 
twice as great as the consumptive 
demand. Thus there is no possibil- 
ity, such as existed in 1914, that for- 
eign producers should be able to 
overwhelm our concerns in their 
very beginnings, or to dictate terms 
to American consumers. We have 
now got on our own feet, chemically 
speaking, and the only question is 
whether we shall have the vigor 
and intelligence to hold what we 
have won. 

We need not be frightened by this 
‘apparent threat from across the 

“ocean, but we should be spurred by 
it to put forth new energies. Not 
for a moment can we afford to relax 
the effort to make our great chemi- 
cal industries, which have come for- 
ward like young giants, stronger and 
more comprehensive each year, The 
European challenge is- essentially 
one to American brains. We must 
see exactly what we have to face. 
It is a matching of skill against 
skill; technical organization against 
technical organization; above all, re- 
search against research. Our young 
chemists must redouble their zeal. 
Laboratories in our universities and 
elsewhere must see the need of stim- 


They now have open competition at 
home. This should brace them up 
against competitors looming abroad. 
Our chemical industry really has no 
more reason to fear Europe than 
has our steel industry, always pro- 
vided that we are ready to draw our 
intellectual belts tighter and go into 
the competitive struggle with all 
that we have to give to it. 


THE REGISTRATION. 


On the whole, this year’s registra- 
tion in New York City, swollen as it 
was by the addition-of 464,000 names 
on Saturday, must be thought rea- 
sonably satisfactory. While below 
last year, and far below the Presi- 
dential registration of 1924, it ‘is 
handsomely above the last “off 
year.” Of course, the gain in popu- 
lation during the past four years 
should have led to an even greater 
increase in the registration of 1927 
over that of 1923. But the total 
now recorded is larger than it was 
thought in the middle of last week 
that it would be possible to attain. 

The result, whether it be regarded 

as gratifying or otherwise, is said 
to be a measure of the popular 
interest in the nine constitutional 
amendments to be submitted to the 
voters in November. This may be 
doubted. There have been few signs 
of widespread concern among the 
voters over more than one or two 
of the amendments. Citizens have, 
to be sure, been exhorted to avail 
themselves of their privilege to pass 
upon proposed: changes in the or- 
ganic law of the State, but itis prob- 
able that the efforts of party leaders 
and organizations to get their voters 
registered irrespective of the issues 
of the election have been the effi- 
cient cause at work. It may be 
shrewdly suspected that the man- 
agers of both parties are thinking 
more of winning seats in the Assem- 
bly, or of getting out a large vote 
for its supposed effect on the Presi- 
dential campaign next year, than 
they have been of the fate of the 
constitutional amendments. 
This does not mean that the 
amendments ought not to be studied 
carefully between now and the elec- 
tion, preparatory to voting upon 
them intelligently. Governor SMITH 
is to campaign against the one 
designed to throw elections of the 
Governor into Presidential years, 
and it is already reported that its 
Republican sponsors expect it to be 
defeated, and intend to concentrate 
upon the election of members of 
the Assembly, as a method of ob- 
taining a popular “ rebuke” of Gov- 
ernor SMITH. However that may be, 
there is one point for all to bear in 
mind. This is that it is important 
not to neglect to vote on the amend- 
ments, while voting the rest of the 
ballot. It might happen that an 
active minority of the electorate 
deeply interested in one or another 
of the amendments could secure its 
adoption solely because of the fail- 
ure of a great many to vote on it 
one way or the other. The State 
Constitution provides that an amend- 
ment may be ratified “ by a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon.” 
It is clear, therefore, that voters 
who do not favor an amendment, 
but who are too indifferent actually 
to vote against it, may by their 
very abstention contribute to its 
adoption. From now until election 
day the endeavor should be not only 
to help the people understand the 
amendments, but to induce them to 
resolve to record on them as full a 
vote as possible, whether it be for 
approval or rejection.

NEW TRAFFIC ARTERIES. 


Borough President MILLER’S pro- 
posal to widen Chrystie and Forsyth 
Streets should, if made effective, 
relieve congestion in the Bowery and 
expedite north. and. south - bound 
traffic on the lower east side. There 
are at present three main streams 
which intermingle in the lower part 
of the city—traffic over the Wil- 
liamsburg Bridge, 
Delancey Street; traffic also. over 
the Williamsburg Bridge, approached 
by the Bowery and Canal Street, 
and that destined for Wall Street 
and other downtown regions on the 
Lafayette Street and the 
Bowery are at present the two prin- 
cipal routes east of Broadway. If 
Forsyth and Chrystie Streets could 
be widened and traffic directed from 
them to Second Avenue, it should 
enable many vehicles from the Man- 
hattan and Williamsburg bridges 
which now congest the Bowery to 
get to their destination with greater

The tendency has been to make 
a number of broad thoroughfares 
carry through traffic. 
vantages so long as it is done well. 
The widening of Park Avenue, to- 
gether with the extension of Depew 
Place so as to permit northbound 
traffic to pass on the east side of 
Grand Central Station, will do much 
to ease congestion in the midtown

All up and down the city the 
greatest difficulty is to move east 
During the rush hours it 
may take as long as a half hour 
to go by taxi from Eighth Avenue 
to Lexington Avenue. 
where so many of the streets are 
narrow, it takes nearly as long to 
cross the island. The crosstown 
congestion may be made even worse 
by the opening of the Holland tun- 
nel, which will lead to a new flow 
Should many cars try 
to pass from Long Island to the 
Jersey shore or vice versa over this 
route, the few good crosstown lines 
in lower New York will be as badly 
tied up as parts of upper New 
York are now. 

In London the complaint has re- 
cently been made by Lord LEE that 
if traffic continues to increase as 
during the last decade, the entire 
city will be blocked within another 
This is to exaggerate, 
but it does show that the traffic 
problem is getting worse in all big 
It is essential to proceed as 
soon as possible with the widening 
of all the principal arteries. 








GERMAN PARTY ALIGNMENTS. 


On the eve of a Reichstag session 
the Marx Cabinet finds itself in dif- 
ficulties over a question of domestic 
policy. A Government educational 
bill favoring the growth of denomi- 
national schools was amended in the 
The new version 
seems to have failed to please ex- 
tremists on either side, 
result that the Federal Council re- 
jected its own bill. Chancellor MARX 
has now the choice between bring- 
ing the defeated bill before the 
Reichstag for a two-thirds majority 
or pushing the original measure 
through the Reichstag by a simple 
majority and laying it once more 
before the Federal Council. Success 
in either case is highly doubtful. 

Whether the situation contains the 
making of a Cabinet crisis, as some 
believe, is another matter. 
Marx and his Catholic followers 
break with their Nationalist and 
People’s Party partners in the present 
Ministry, they have nowhere else to 
go. For it is precisely the Democrats 
and Socialists now in opposition in 
the Reichstag who have fought the 
educational bill hardest. Up to the 
beginning of the present year Catho- 
lic Centre, Democrats and Socialists 
constituted a bloc which for the 
greater part of the time since the 
armistice was actually in power and 
at all times gave form and temper 
to German policy. This was almost 
exclusively concerned with foreign 
The coalition stood con- 
sistently for a policy of reconcilia- 
tion with Germany’s former enemies 
and for loyal acceptance of the 
inescapable consequences of Ger- 
many’s defeat. They succeeded in 
educating German public opinion to 
their point of view to the extent of 
winning Nationalist acquiescence in, 
if not formal approval of, the long 
series of acts by which Germany has 


Federal Council. 


The religious issue was in abeyance 
after 1918, like every other question 
of domestic concern. National self- 
preservation brought about effective 
cooperation between Catholics of the 
Centre and agnostic Social-Demo- 
crats. Now it is no longer a ques- 
tion of saving’Germany from either 
foreign perils or disintegration at 
home. The old traditional issues 
reappear. On the subject of freedom 
of Catholic: instruction the Centre 
stands closer to its new allies than 
to its former associates. 


CERTIFYING CHANNEL 
' SWIMMERS. 

Sports are among the really im- 
portant occupations of the ‘world 
today. ‘Those which now carry 4 
tradition of behavior with them have 
been established long enough for the 
rules to take root. The Olympic 
Games, golf, tennis, polo, vaulting, 
running and all the rest have given 
us gallant losers as well as modest 
winners. Games played profession- 
ally are occasionally under a cloud 
of suspicion, but against amateur 
contests there is seldom a breath. 
Players respect themselves, their an- 
tagonists and the game itself. 

Channel swimming has other at- 

tractions than the exhilaration of 
defeating the sea. -The victor may 
win fame and a fortune. Just as in 
golf there are said to be players who 
cannot count higher than six strokes 
under any circumstances, in Channel 
swimming there are advantages for 
the unscrupulous. .The opportunities 
for deception in a long swim are 
easily seized. Miss LOGAN’s elabor- 
ate hoax demonstrates that. Other 
sports have official supervision, but 
this one has accepted the word of its 
heroes and heroines. ‘The English 
woman says that fisher folk and 
other residents of the Channel coast 
are skeptical about some of the 
crossings. Fogs, winds and the as- 
pect of the sea mean much to them, 
and they are incredulous about the 
possibility of completing the feat in 
such weather as some of the swim- 
mers have had. 
In justice to the honest ones, there 
should be some official board of in- 
spection for this event, as, for in- 
stance, of airplane records. Hood- 
winking the whole world just to 
show that it could be done seems a 
violent method of directing attention 
to the need of supervision. The next 
one to attempt the crossing will 
want an international committee to 
certify the achievement. -It is true 
that since GERTRUDE EDERLE’s record 
more people are trying ‘it, but the 
craze will hardly grow to such an 
extent that the waters will be black 
with people diving from the rocks 
at Cape Gris-Nez. 








WHERE COPPER GOT ITS NAME. 


An “extraordinary” issue of The 
Cyprus Gazette, under date of Sept. 
13, “published by authority,” has 
just reached the United States. It 
expresses the gratitude of the people 
of the island to the Governor, Sir 
RONALD Storrs, for making a suc- 
cessful appeal on their behalf to 
his Majesty’s Government for relief 
from “the heavy burden of the 
Turkish debt charge.” In Novem- 
ber, 1914, when war was declared 
between Great Britain and Turkey, 
this island was formally annexed to 
the Crown. From 1855 it had paid 
an annual tribute of £92,800, known 
as the “Turkish tribute.” This 
amount the British Government con- 
tinued to exact through the revenues, 
but made an annual grant-in-aid of 
£50,000. Now the grant-in-aid is 
increased to equal the amount of the 
entire “Turkish tribute” upon the 
one condition that the people of 
Cyprus will, under “the established 
“practice for Dependencies of the 
“ Crown,” contribute £10,000 toward 
Imperial Defense. 

Governor STORRS will be remem- 
bered by many in America as the 
military Governor of Jerusalem after 
its delivery from the long rule of the 
Turks by the. allied forces, and 
later, as its civil Governor, devoting 
himself especially to the repair and 
preservation of the ancient city and 
the unifying of its several communi- 
ties in a common devotion to its 
modern interests. He was a year or 
more ago promoted to the Governor- 
ship of this new British colony and 
has been almost immediately suc- 
cessful in procuring material aid for 
his new constituents. The Legisla- 
tive Council promptly promised the 
early enactment of legislation to 
ratify “the memorable decision” 
and assured the Governor of their 
readiness to cooperate in all meas- 
ures looking to the restored pros- 
perity of the island. 

His own proclamation, published 
in three languages, Greek, English 
and Turkish, was issued at the end 
of the Summer, the Council being 
convened at this unusual time mere- 
ly that he might convey the’ good 
news upon the earliest possible 
occasion. But, as he said, though 
Autumn was approaching “the 
“Spring had been restored to the 
“year.”

THE LEADER OF CANADIAN 
CONSERVATIVES. — 

The new leader of the Conserva- 

tive Party in Canada, RICHARD B. 
BENNETT, is a practical politician 
with. an ambition to attain the 
Premiership. ~If the Conservative 
Party should prevail at the next 
election, Mr. BENNETT would in all 
probability become Premier. As 
frankness was the key to the speech 
he made to his supporters at Winni- 
peg, it may be taken as his personal 
platform. He is a man of wealth 
with corporation connections. But 
he is self-made. He was born on a 
small farm in New Brunswick. For 
thirty years he was identified with 
the Prairie Provinces, so that in Par- 
liament he has been a champion of 
the farmer. He has been Minister 
of Justice, Attorney General of Can- 
ada and Minister of Finance. 
The new Conservative leader 
knows his Bible. He began his talk 
at Winnipeg, ‘And whosoever of 
“you will be the chiefest, shall be 
“servant of all.” He had not pro- 
ceeded very far before he appealed 
for party organization. He promised 
to renounce embarrassing business 
connections. On-the subject of his 
wealth he said: 

I got it by my own untiring ef- 
forts in this great Western land to 
which I owe so much. And, what 
is more, I look upon it as a solemn 
trust in my hands to enable me to 
serve my country without fear or 
regard for the future, so far as 
that is concerned. 

Mr. BENNETT announced himself 
a believer in “jobs for Canadians 
“and not for workmen in other 
“lands.” The “movement out of 
“this country of its most priceless 
“asset”? must be stopped, he de- 
clared. In conclusion, he asked his 
hearers to walk out of the hall 
“missionaries for the great cause, 
“missionaries for the great party 
“to which we belong.” 

As a strong party man he would 
be expected to stand on and by the 
Conservative platform. It professed 
anxiety for the consumer. It de- 
clared for a tariff commission two- 
thirds urban and one-third rural, a 
larger market for Canadian farm 
products, the repatriation of Cana- 
dians and grants of land to them as 
well as to British settlers, exclusion 
of Orientals, for Federal old-age 
pensions, subsidizing of coal ship- 
ments to bring coal to central mar- 
kets, against freight rate increases 
on waterways, maintenance of the 
Canadian National Railways as pub- 
licly owned and operated, and final- 
ly the platform pronounced for the 
St. Lawrence Canal system as “an 
“all-Canadian project when condi- 
“tions warrant.”

Once a youngster, traveling in 
Europe with his parents, was sent 
down to the hotel proprietor to ask 
if the water was fit to drink. .‘‘Oh, 
yes, the water is all right,’’ the pro- 
prietor replied with a shrug. “It 
makes a person’sick now and then, 
but that is nothing.’’ He was re- 
luctant to condemn his own water 
supply, but what could he do when 
there was so much profit in wines 
and mineral waters?

If it is: in- 
expedient to place any limit on the 
duration of broadcasting, it may at 
least be possible to strengthen the 
hands of those who object to being 
kept awake by their neighbors’ radios 
after 11 or 12 o’clock.

self-sacrificing nurses high up in the 
mountains of Leslie County. In the 
committee’s current bulletin the fly- 
leaf, bordered in black, has the fol- 
lowing notice: 

In Memoriam: Colonel Edgewood, a 
horse—stricken suddenly in the line of 
duty, this devoted animal—high-spirited 
and eager, succumbed to an illness of un- 
known origin in August. He is the first 
horse we have lost. We had no better. 
We should like to put on record that he 
never had to be urged, even at the end of 
a long day’s round, and that more than 
one mother and baby owe their safety to 
his speed and sure-footedness on dark 
Winter nights. Ave atque vale! 

He had to be sure-footed to plant 
his flying hoofs safely on the ledges 
of Thousandsticks Mountain, above 
the village of Hyden, and to traverse 
the roads of hill counties on his er- 
rands of mercy and hope. No motors 
or carriages can transport the nurses 
along the precipitous paths. What 
the horse meant to the frontier in 
the early nineteenth century Colonel 
Edgewood and his kind mean to 
these remote lands, so close to great 
cities and modern civilization, but 
barred so effectively by their tower- 
ing hills. 

While New York struggles with

Violations.of the Tene- 
ment House law must be taken care 
of by the Tenement House Commis- 
sion and violations of laws relating 
to fire risks must be taken care of 
by the Fire Department. 

Cooking in apartment hotels is only 
one of the violations. Much noise is 
being made about it. The real viola- 
tions are more serious. I need men- 
tion one :building only, assuring 
‘Level’? that there are many such 
in the city. On a certain street an 
apartment house, constructed in a 
certain way, could be erected to a 
height only of one and one-half times 
the width of the street. Hotels, how- 
ever, can be erected to a height of 
two and one-half times the width of 
the street. Furthermore, apartment 
houses under the law can occupy 
only 70 per cent. of the ground area, 
but hotels can occupy 90 per cent. 
Land speculators and speculative 
builders wished to erect apartment 
houses and obtain:as large a return 
from them as possible. Consequently 
they designed them as hotels, using 
the term “serving pantries’”’ instead 
of ‘‘kitchenettes’’; in fact, several 
plans that were réjected by the 
Building Department because of the 
word ‘“‘kitchenettes’” were later ac- 
cepted when the term ‘“‘serving pan- 
tries’’ was substituted. It was known 
that this was a subterfuge, but ‘the 
letter of the law was compiled with 
and a permit could not be refused. 
Now that the Tenement House 
Commission and Fire Department | # 
are going after the occupants the 
Building Department is blamed. 
That an association of legitimate 
hotel owners appears to be forcing 
public officials to do their duty has 
served to becloud the issue. It is not 
surprising that ‘‘Level’’ and many 
other honest-minded people are con- 
fused, 

The laws should be amended in so 
far as height is concerned, as well 
as the permission to cook in highly 
fire-resistant buildings. Would any 
modern-minded person, however, seri- 
ously argue that apartment houses 
should be permitted to occupy 90 per 
cent. of the ground area? There was 
a reason thirty years ago, when low 
buildings were the rule, to limit the 
area that could be occupied with 
habitable buildings. That reason 
certainly should be much stronger 
with the high buildings of today and 
the future. 

The whole matter is a strong argu- 
ment for limiting the effect of laws 
to twenty-five years. That is, every 
law should expire by limitation twen- 
ty-five years after the day it is 
passed, thus compelling lawmakers 
to replace good laws with better. 
Poor laws, and laws ‘passed for a 
specific purpose under heat of propa- 
ganda, would then quietly be allowed 
to die.

OLD DOORWAY A FEATURE 


Official Indicates Development of @ 
New Native Display Is 
Planned. 


The Metropolitan Museum of Art 
will make a new departure in exh 
bitions tomorrow with the. opening 
of a room containing accessories to 
be found outside the early American 
home. Included will be doorways, 
statuettes, sun dials and the like. 
The exhibition, which is in Gallery 
D6, will remain on view through 
Dec. 4. 

According to Charles O. Cornelius, 
Associate Curator of Decorative Arts, 
the museum for some time has been 
acquiring doorways and other ex- 
terior features from old houses, nat 
with the idea of forming a large col- 
lection but for possible future use in 
the development of the American 
section—at present chiefly represen- 
tative of interior architecture. To 
this nucleus variety has been added 
through a number of loans. 

The famous old house, Vaucluse, at 
Portsmouth, R. I., is represented by 
a large doorway with the side lights 
and rectangular transom. In the ex- 
hibition it holds the place of honor, 
It is surmounted by a balcony. Dating 
from about 1800, the two pieces were 
lent to the museum by I. Peace 
Hazard. 


From a Historic Hotel. 


Just across the room is a doorway 
with leaded transom which, with the 
Palladian window just above it, was 
taken from the old United States 
Hotel at New Milford, Conn. The 
former is a loan from the New Mil- 
ford Historical Society and the lat- 
ter from Warren B. Nash. On the 
west wall is an example of an early 
nineteenth-century New York City. 
doorway, and near it one from Phil-

A Rare Persian Carpet. 


The museum also is placing in the 
Recent Accessions Room a rare bro= 
caded Persian velvet carpet measur~ 
ing almost 15 by 8 feet, which from 
the end of the seventeenth century, 
until a short time ago was in the 
frye of the royal house of 
ny. It presumably is a product 
of the Ispahan looms about the time 
of Shah Abbas the Great, the end of 
the sixteenth and the beginning of 
the seventeenth centuries. 
According to M. S. Dimond, the 
carpet consists of three vertical, sep< 
arately woven strips and has a de« 
sign of two lobed eight-pointed me< 
dallions, outlined in red and en- 
riched with eight panels connected 
by small cartouches. Each of these 
medallions contains a concentric 
composition of floral stems, rosettes 
and various palmettes in white, yel- 


low, orange, pink and green, outlined 
in black. 


The small panels attached to the 
large medallions have, alternately, 
flowers growing from a vase an 
floral stems interlaced with ara- 
besques in orange, light blue, yellow 
and green; the intervening spaces of 
the main field are covered with floral 
£-colls curling into spirals and send~ 
ing out larger and smaller branches 
and leaves. 
A number of smaller objects, in« 
cluding some pottery from Zygouries, 
also are on display.

VIENNA, Oct. 16.—The Austrian 
Socialist Party in the election for the 
National Army Trustees has suffered 
a significant defeat in the most im- 
portant contest since the Communist 
revolt of last July. 

The anti-Socialists elected 132 Trus- 
tees, against 120 Socialists, reversing 


last year’s results, in which the so- 
cialists held 202 Trustees, against the 
anti-Socialists’ 61. 

The system of electing two Trus- 
tees from each company, who are re- 
sponsible for mess arrangements, 
punishment, funds, &c., is patterned 
after the Bolshevist Army principles, 
and was instituted in Austria when 
the Socialists controlled the National 
Government.

Displays Her Technical Mastery| 


CELLIST, CHARMS 


Through a Long and Exacting 
Program in Guild Theatre. 


Beatrice Harrison, the English cel- 
list, returned tothe New. York con- 
cert stage at.the Guild Theatre last 
night and played as only a very few 
cellists can play. There must have 
been few in .her audience who re- 
membered the English girl of 21 who 
last. visited America in 1913, with.a 
high reputation in England already 
established. Last night they found 
that this girl had become entitled to 
@ place in the front rank. 

Her. recital wasa revelation of 
what a cello can express when 
technical “power 2is «combined with 
understanding and depth of feeling. 
Through a long and exacting pro- 
gram her technical mastery seemed. 
absolute. Her intonation, from the 
first number to the last, was im- 
péccable.. And she gave such ex- 
pressiveness to hér playing that her 
instrument of wood and strings be- 
came alive ‘and eloquent. 

She capturef the spirit of the old 
masters in her first group, which 
consisted of Handel’s cello sonata in 
G minor and three movements from 
Bach’s cello suite in-G major. She 
seemed ee at home in the deli- 
eate, sparkling mévemeénts and in 
those which calied for strength of 
treatment. In these classical num- 
bers, as in the modern Delius sonata 
for cello and piano, Miss Harrison 


was nccompenie’ by her sister, Miss 
Margaret rrison. 
The most formidable task on her 
perm was Zoltan Kodaly’s gp > 
Hungarian sonata for cello 
unaccompanied. This work gave 
Miss Harrison a chance to show her 
amazing technical equipment; yet,

INSISTS POLICY IS ILLEGAL 


And ‘Pregnant With Dangers 
and Possibilities Outstripping 
Teapot Dome Avarice.’ 


“CONGRESS ‘BRUSHED ASIDE’ 


American’ Issues Seen as Handi- 


Capped by Government Approval 
of. Foreign Bond Deals.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The Ad- 
ministration’s policy of scrutinizing 
private loans of American bankers to 
foreign Governments and nationals 
with a view to determining whether 
they should be made, came in for 
further criticism today :rom. Senator 
Carter Glass of Virginia, who was 
Secretary of the Treasury under 
President Wilson. 

Mr. .Glass sharply. contested the 
statement. attributed to President 
Coolidge at the White House last 
Friday. that it was necessary for the 
Government to control these private 
international financial transactions 
because of the fear that Congress 
might pass a law on the subject not 
in harmony with the policy of the 
Government’s executive branch. 

He contended that the foreign loan 
scrutiny policy of the State Depart- 
ment. was extra-constitutional and 
without legal sanction, and in stress- 
ing the contention pointed to the 
provision of the Constitution confer- 
ring on the Congress and not on the 
Executive the right to regulate for- 
eign commerce. 

“T hesitate to believe,’? said Sena- 
tor Glass, ‘‘that the President, who 
is so in the habit of thinking clearly 
and of applying his fine common 
sense to public problems, made the 
statement accredited to him by some 
of the newspapers with reference to 
State Department control of loans by 
bankers in this country to foreign 
nations. 

“Certainly it is incredible that the 
President supposes the Federal Con- 
stitution, in any of its provisions, 
confides to the executive branch of 
the Government the right to regulate 
foreign commerce, or, except in pur- 
suance of treaties duly ratified by 
the Senate of the United States and 
Federal statutes thereunder enacted, 
to manage foreign affairs. 


Action Without Sanction of Law. 


‘“‘Hence, the action of the Depart- 
ment of State in assuming to estab- 
lish a policy of approving or vetoing 
private bank loans to foreign govern- 
ments is incontestably extra-constitu- 
tional and without sanction of law. 
Such a practice is not warranted by 
a sentence of the Constitution, im- 
plicit or otherwise, nor by any law of 
Congress. 

“On the contrary, the Federal Con- 
stitution confers on the Congress of 
the United States, in terms, the ex- 
clusive power ‘to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations.’ And one of 
the most amazing aspects of this al- 
leged executive defense of the State 
Department’s practice in the matter 
of these foreign loans is the state- 


ment imputed to the President, that 
this Government control of private 
financial transactions: was rendered 
necessary through a dread that Con- 
gress might, by legislative enact- 
ment, inaugurate a system of con- 
trol out of agrement with the judg- 
ment of the executive branch of the 
Government, 

‘In short, the State Department, 
utterly without legal authority, sets 
up a dangerous licy of espionage 
and moral control over private loans 
of American bankers to foreign gov- 
ernments, and in justification can 
find no better excuse than to assert 
that it did this deliberately to pre- 
vent the Congress, expressly charged 
*by the Constitution with the regula- 
tion of such affairs, from instituting 
a different method of dealing with 
the problem. 

“Yielding the impossible premise 
and conceding the sole right of the 
Executive, through his State Depart- 
ment, to manage, without restraint 
or constraint of law, the ‘foreign re- 
lations’ of this Government, we are, 
for the first time in the history of 
the country, given. to understand 
that the term ‘foreign relations’ em- 
braces the private business trans- 
actions of American money lenders. 

‘““My thought has been that a com- 

letely comprehensive definition of 
he term would restrict it to the ‘re- 
lations’ of the United States as a 
im etshatess Mico Wael MOreyiZ-)gcbeol-)ote-MeyMb ce) a-) i 44) 
nations, as established by treaty and 
a a by what the world calls 
nternational law. Never before have 
I heard it suggested that the private 
business transactions of individual] 
tradesmen or the sale of credits 
abroad by American bankers consti- 
tuted an item in this: nation’s ‘for- 
eign relations.’ I confess to being 
more abashed than convinced by this 
species of casuistry. 

“There is neither argument nor 
force in the statement that former 
Secretary Hughes wrote this, that or 
the other cautious cma to the in- 
vestment bankers nearly six years 
ago when this practice, pregnant 
with dangers and possibilities of cor- 
ruption outstripping the avarice of 
Teapot Dome, was initiated. Nor 
does it answer any immediate objec- 
tion to the practice to say that the 
Department of State will persist in a 
course unauthorized by law, regard- 
less of what Congress may think 
about it, and avowedly. because it will 
not trust Congress to deal with the 
subject. 

“T should hate to believe that this 
contemptuous and _ defiant) note 
toward Congress could deter legisla- 
tive action, should such intervention 
seem the part of wisdom to the only 
branch of Government actually 
charged by the Constitution with the 
re tion of our commerce with for- 


ei nations. 

erhis, I may add,-is not the first 
time a Federal department has ‘as- 
sumed to brush Congress aside, as 
‘we are reminded by a recent epochal 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States.”’

Comment- 
ing on this, Mr. Glass said: 

“Much as I like and trust the bank- 
ing community, I hope nobody im- 
agines that I have remonstrated 
against this irregular exercise of an 
unauthorized power here in Wash- 
ington because. of any concern for 
these international bankers. They 
manage to take care of themselves. 
My protest is against another dan- 
goose centralization of power in the 

ederal Government, and particularly 
against usurpation of a power with 
which the executive government is 
not legally. clothed, and. which, exer- 
cised without responsibility or sub- 
ject to review, may easily be fright- 
fully prostituted in various ways. 

“Of course, the group of bankers 
referred to is not only willing but 
eager to have the Federal Govern- 
ment approve its loan. Such approval 
constitutes them the favored pro- 
tégés. of the Government and ren- 
ders them grateful beneficiaries of 
favors bestowed, as well as expectant 
recipients of benefactions to come. 
Acquisitiveness is the secret of their 
rejoicing. 

“T notice in this very connection 
that this obedient group of bankers 
in New York yesterday boasted that 
$140,000,000 of these approved foreign 
bonds had been placed in the money 
market recently in one week If this 
is an actual fact, what does it sig- 
nify except that this considerable 
fraction of an immense total of for- 
ei securities, at abnormally high 
interest rates, having the persuasive 
prestige of United States Government 
approval, is thrust directly in open 
market competition with American 
note and bond issues, which have not 
the advantage of their Government’s 
imprimatur to stimulate their sale? 

“That is one of many grave objec- 

tions to this unauthorized and dis- 
criminating use of the Government’s 
credit; for that, in effect, is what it 
amounts to. 
“Every railroad, every public util- 
ity of any kind in this country, every 
productive enterprise in America, 
every domestic business project re- 
quiring large capital and unable to 
pay ruinous interest rates, and, in- 
deed. the United States Government 
itself in its certificate sales and 
lower-rate refunding operations, are 
made the victims of these Govern- 
ment-blessed foreign securities, which 
Washington thus approves, confess- 
edly without knowing one earthly 
thing about their real value or se- 
curity. 


Approval Power in Attaches. 
“It is even now announced thet 
the highly esteemed Secretary of 
State has little, if exactly anything, 
to ‘do with these approvals or em- 
bargoes,. the exceedingly delicate 
business being committed to sub- 


ordinate department attachés. Why 
publicity should have been given to 
this important piece of information 
in justification of this objectionable 
practicé, I do not venture to con- 
jecture. As it seems to me, it fur- 
ther cripples the defense. 

“It is never pleasant to feel com- 
pelled to criticize the administration 
of one’s Government in any of its 
branches. At least, it never is to me; 
and rarely have I done it. It is more 
agreeable to praise; and often have 
I done this. There are, however, 
times when remonstrances are in or- 
der; and it has struck me that this 
is one of the times. 

“The supply of American funds for 
investment purposes is not inexhaust- 
ible; and when the overload of these 
prodigious foreign flotations begins 
to sour or default in the hands of 
those attracted by the will-o’-the-wisp 
of Government approval, the au- 
thorities at Washington may then 
realize that my criticism is neither 
partisan nor unfriendly, but is a rea- 
sonable protest against transferring 
financial transactions from the realm 
of sound economics to the bogs and 
pitfalls of evil politics.’

Police to Watch Funeral of the 
Slain Gunman— Auto Is° 
Only Clue in Murder. 


“KING OF (GANGDOM” AT 21 


Began Career at 15 and Ruled the 
Underworld «Four Years -—— He 
Scorned Tip to Quit City. 


The funeral of ‘‘Little Augie,’’ who 
became the king of the east side gun- 
men at the age of 21 years and had 
an undisputed reign for.four years 
until he was murdered on Saturday 
night, will take place this morning 
under a strong police guard from the 
funeral parlors of Louis Smith at 190 
Henry Street. The interment will be 
in the Mount Judah Cemetery at Cy- 
press Hills. 

One of the few clues in connection 
with the murder was.an abandoned 
Chevrolet coach with a bullet hole 
in the rear window. This was found 
in East 103d Street between Park 
and Madison Avenues. at.2 o’clock 
yesterday. morning, six hours after 
the murder. It answered the general 
description of the car in which the 
three assassins escaped after killing 
“Little Augie’? on the sidewalk in 
front of 103 Norfolk Street. 

The nickname of ‘‘Augie’® was a 
corruption of his last name of Orgen. 
His real name was Jacob Orgen, but 
he had been known as “‘Little Augie’’ 
for ten years, his career as.a gang. 
man beginning at the age of 15. e 
Started at that age as a knife 
wielder, but was nearly killed: in a 
fight with a member of Kid Drop- 
per’s gang, who slashed him from 
the left ear to the chin, leaving a 
raised white scar, which was con- 
spicuous against a dark complexion, 
which became bluish after his beard 
had grown for a few hours. This 
scar marked him to such an extent 
that, according to the police, out- 
side gunmen might have been im- 
ported to kill him on description. 


Turned to the Automatic. 
After receiving that scar “‘Little 
Augie’ engaged in no more knife 
brawls, but used the automatic pis- 
tol exclusively. Before he was 18 


years old he was a dreaded gang 


leader, and at 21, when one of his 
followers murdered Kid Dropper, 
‘Little Augie’’ became the outstand- 
ing professional in the killing busi- 
ness in New York. According to 
some, he had been implicated in more 
than a score of murders, ~. Former 
Assistant District Attorney James J. 
Wilson, -who indicted ‘‘Little Augie’ 
and several members of his gang for 
shootings in the garment strike in 
1923, said ‘Little Augie’’ probably 
had a score of murders on his hands. 
“He started at the bottom,” said 
Mr. Wilson, ‘‘and shot his way to 
the top. There was nobody to chal- 
lenge his sway after one of his men 
killed Kid Dropper in 1923. ‘Augie’ 
had certain qualities which the un- 
derworld appreciates. He stuck to 
members of his gang to the last, 
and if they were sent away he al- 
ways helped their wives or their 
women to the utmost. He was so 
very close-mouthed that, even when 
it was life and death between him 
and Kid Dropper’s gang, we could 
not get'a word out of him against 
any member of Kid Dropper’s gang.”’ 
On the profits of his murders and 
of the blackjacking service which 
he ran in connection with the - 
ment and fur strikes, ‘‘Little Augie’’ 
had invested in part interests in u 
town cabarets and spent very little 
of his time on the east side. He 
made his headquarters at a restau- 
rant in Broadway near Times 
Square. Former Police Captain Cor- 
nelius Willemse, who helped to send 
a number of ‘‘Little Augie’s’’ men to 
jail in 1923, met the gang leader ac- 
cidentally on Broadway two weeks 
aaa urged him to leave New 
ork. 


Laughs at Tip to Leave City. 


“If you want to live, go West, to 
some small town and settle down 
there,’”’ said Captain Willemse. 
**You’ve been a man-slayer and it’ll 
come back to you, if you don’t get 
out of the way.”’ 

The young gangster laughed and 
said he did not agree. 

“T’ve been going straight,’’ he said. 

“T’ve cut out all that stuff and I 
want them to forget me.’’ 
Captain Willemse pointed out that 
no man who had achieved the emi- 
nence of ‘‘Little Augie’’ in the under- 
world had lived long and he men- 
tioned Johnny Spanish, Kid Dropper, 
Jack Zelig and _ others. “Little 
Augie’’ shook his head and said he 
thought he was safe. Asked yester- 
day how many killings ‘‘Little 
Augie’’ had been implicated in, Cap- 
tain Willemse said: 

‘A lot. I wouldn’t hazard a guess 
how many. I might go so far wrong 


that the underworld would laugh at 
me.’’ 


DENIES TAMMANY AIDS 
NON-PARTISAN BENCH 


Committee for Bleakley, Who 
Opposes Lynch, Says Nott Case 
Is Sole Exception. 





Tammany’s endorsement of Judge 
Charles C. Nott Jr. of the Court of 
General Sessions constitutes the sole 
instance of recognition of the prin- 
ciple of a non-partisan judiciary, ac- 
cording to a statement issued yes- 
terday by the committee supporting 
Judge William F. Bleakley, Repub- 
lican candidate for Supreme Court 
Justice in the Ninth Judicial District. 

Judge Bleakley’s Demoécratic op- 
ponent, Justice Humphrey J. Lynch, 
is on the Supreme Court bench by 
appointment, and his committee re- 
cently pointed to the endorsement of 
Judge Nott by Tammany as an ex- 
ample of recognition of the non- 
partisan judiciary principle. 

‘So steadily by appointment and 
election has Tammany disregarded 
attempts by the Bar Association to 
preserve a semblance of Saat ae 
tisanship on the bench that of thirty- 
six Justices in the First Judicial Dis- 
trict, but five are Republicans. 
Three of these Justices were elected 
in the Harding landslide of 1920. In 
recent years Tammany has denied 
endorsements to a dozen Judges ap- 
pointed by Republican Governors, 
and it now demands an endorsement 
for the appointees of a Democrat.”’ 

The statement added that. Tam- 
many had elected eighteen Supreme 
Court Justices in the last four years 
and that Governor Smith by appoint- 
ment had elevated fifty Democrats 
to the bench,

DOUBTS FERRYBOAT 
FAILED IN CRASH AID 


Goldman Says Officers Deserve 
Commendation for Work in 
Bessengen Rescues. 


TO CONTINUE INVESTIGATION 


But Thinks Passengers Did Not 
Understand .Situation—Captain 
Hickman Backs Thomas. 


Commissioner of Plant and Struc- 
tures Albert Goldman said last night 
that reports which he had received 
indicated that the lifeboats and other 
life-saving apparatus on the ferry- 
boats Brooklyn and American Legion 
were in good condition, but that he 
intended to make a.further investi- 
gation because of statements of pas- 
sengers that the Brooklyn had failed 
to do its part in the rescue of the 
crew of the Bessengen, which wa8 
rammed and sunk by the French 
liner Paris in New York Harbor 
early Saturday morning with the 
loss of six lives. 

“T have been advised by the chief 


engineer ‘of the department having 
jurisdiction over all ferries that the 
lifeboats and other equipment on 
the ferries were in good condition,’’ 
said Commissioner Goldman, ‘‘and I 
feel that the officers of both the 
American Legion and the Brooklyn 
deserve commendation ‘for the res- 
cues they made. If there were com- 
laints by passengers of the Brook- 
yn, I believe it .was because they 
did not understand the situation. 
‘*The ferryboats are inspected regu- 
larly by Federal steamboat inspectors 
and drills are held to prove the con- 
dition of the life-saving apparatus. 
However, since the question of safety 
has been raise 1, I want to make sure 
that there is no doubt of the condi- 
tion of the lifeboats and other ap- 
paratus on our ferries and therefore 
will continue with a further investi- 
gation tomorrow. I would like to 
talk to witnesses who say that offi- 
cers of the Brooklyn said that any of 
the lifeboats could not be lowered.”’ 
Regarding statements of passen- 
gers that lifebelts could not be 
pulled from their places by strong 
men, Commissioner Goldman said 
that he regarded this as impossible, 
because he felt that the Federal 
steamboat inspectors would not al- 
low such a condition. 

Captain Frances Hickman of the 
ferryboat American Legion denied 
last night that he had said that he 
saw no string f ferryboats in the 
bay after the ramming of the Bes- 
sengen by the Paris. Captain Thomas 
of the Paris said that in swerving 
to avoid the barges he struck the 
Bessengen. 

“I ’ did see a strin> of barges west 
of the scene of the collision, and I 
have no doubt that the statement of 
Captain Thomas, that he turned out 
of their way, is t~-ue,’’ said Captain 
Hickman. 


SAY FORD DID NOT PAY 
LINCOLN STOCKHOLDERS 


Lelands Ask Support of Others 
Interested in Projected Suit 
to Force Reimbursement.

DETROIT, Oct. 16.—Henry M. and 
Wilfred C. Leland, who plan an 
action against Henry and Edsel Ford, 
have issued a circular to all share- 
holders of the former Lincoln Motor 
Company explaining the. step and 
seeking powers of attorney for the 
other former shareholders. The suit 


is based on the claim that the Fords 
broke an agreement with the share- 
holders of the company, which Ford 
purchased at auction nearly six years 
ago. 

The exact amount involved is not 
definitely known, although it is un- 
officially estimated at about $4,000,- 
000. The circular says, in part: 

‘“‘At the time Henry Ford and Ed- 
sel Ford arranged to take over the 
Lincoln plant they agreed to reim- 
burse investors in Lincoln Motor 
Company stock for the losses sus- 
tained by them. That agreement has 
not been fulfilled to date. The right 
of the stockholders to compel them 
to-do so will soon be lost, because 
of the law which outlaws a claim 
after six years have elapsed. 

“We have been assured by counsel 
in New York, Chicago and Detroit 
that these claims can be enforced. 

‘We are, accordingly, preparing to 
enter suit for ourselves and for such 
stockholders as desire to enforce 
their claims before they become out- 
lawed. 

“To date, all expense and effort to 
obtain fulfillment of the Ford agree- 
ment have been borne by ourselves. 
We do not, however, feel able to bear 
the expense of such litigation as may 
be necessary to enforce the stock- 
holders’ claims. But to obviate the 
necessity of any investment by stock- 
holders, we have arranged to advance 
the initial expense and to have the 
case handled by attorneys upon a 
percentage basis. Each stockholder 
will thus bear his just share of the 
expense if a recovery ‘is had and will 
not be. liable for any expense whatso- 
ever unless a recovery is had in his 
behalf.’’

She Takes Exception to Syracuse 
/Speech and Also His Talk 
to Women.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Colonel 
Theodore ‘Roosevelt came in for a 
serious arraignment today by Repre- 
sentative Mary T. Norton, New Jer- 
sey’s Democratic Congresswoman, 
chiefly on account of a speech to 
Republican women at the Dorset 
Hotel. Incidentally, Mrs. Norton 
echoed the criticism of Colonel 
Roosevelt for his speech at the Re- 
publican State Convention at Roch- 
ester. She contrasted the Colonel 
with his father, the late President, 
for whom she expressed deep ad- 
miration, and intimated delicately 
that the son was “‘little more than 
a high-class moron.’ She referred 
to Colonel® Roosevelt as ‘‘this so- 
called blundering keynoter’’ and 
charged him with ‘‘pure boneheaded- 
ness.’’ 


The New Jersey Congresswoman, 
in the statement she gave to news- 


papers this evening, accused Colonel 
Roosevelt of ‘‘hitting below the belt’’ 
in his references to Governor Smith 
in the Rochester speech. She argued 
that Colonel Roosevelt was singled 
out to be ‘‘the goat’’ in the conven- 
tion, most of those in that body, ac- 
cording to her, having an ambition 
in’ politics that made them shy of 
uttering the attack of the Colonel on 
CoRenae Smith and his Administra- 
ion.

Fundamentalists Stopped Fosdick, 
Asserts Editor in His New

Religious intolerance cost William 
H. Taft thousands of votes when he 
ran for President and it is militating 
against the Presidential aspirations 
of Governor Smith, despite the fact 
that the American Constitution guar- 
antees religious liberty.

“SIMMONS GETS TOUCHDOWN

Benny Friedman’s Cleveland Bull- 
dogs opened the metropolitan profes- 
sional football season at the Polo 
Grounds yesterday by defeating the 
New York Giants, 6 to 0.

The tactics of the Giants brought 
them to the 20- line once during 
the second period, where they were 
propped, and McBride, with Haines 
holding the ball, tried a placement 
which went wide by several yards. 

On the other side the huge line of 
the Giants stopped all of the runnin 
that the Bulldogs tried and forc 
Friedman to turn to the air. There 
was better success here, until Cor- 
gan began rushing through from left 
end to tackle the former Michigan 
star before he could throw the ball. 


Aerial Plays are Varied. 

Several gains of length came 
through the air and about every va- 
riety of the pass was tried, with 
Weber and Feather making brilliant 
catches. The passing even included 
a@ variation of the ancient shoestring 
play in which the right end came 
out clear to the right sidelines and 
did everything but send up flares 
to announce his presence. Follow- 
ing.this, Friedman ,threw the other 
way to Weber and a good gain was 
made down the other sidelines. 

But the Westerners couldn’t gain 
an inch when they reached Giant 
scoring territory and the half ended 
with Friedman standing on the 50- 
yard line preparing to try a place- 
ment. e pass from centre shot 
through Thomas, who was to have 
held for the kick, and the half ended 
there. : 

Once, ta the start of the first per- 
fod, the Westerners reached New 
York’s 25-yard line on passes, but 
Weber was forced to kick over the 
line. The Giants had a bit of offen- 
sive play after that, but McBride 
and Haines were stopped after pass- 
ing midfield and the rest of the Re 
riod was devoted mainly to punting 
on both sides. 

The Giants started again at the 
close of the opening period and on 
the first play of the second period 
McBride just made a first down on 
the 34-yard line. Then, on a cross 
buck from McBride and Haines and 
a fake of the same with McBride 
holding to the ball, the Giants work- 
ed out a first down on the 20-yard 
line. They were held there and the 
field goal trial came. 

Late in the period Friedman’s 
passes had Cleveland threatenin: 
but the Giants started going throug 
and tackling passers for losses and 
the half ended with the unsuccessful 
— by Friedman to get a kick- 
off. 


Cleveland Shows Punch. 

The scoring started soon after the 
start of the second half. Cleveland 
kicked off and the Giants imme- 
diately punted back. Friedman un- 
corked a pass that gained 35 yards 
with Feather on the receiving end 
contributing a run to it. That was 
a. first down on the Giants’ 30-yard 
line and this time the Westerners 
found the punch to carry over. 

Simmons was the man chosen by 
Friedman to work out this score. 
Friedman turned in another pass to 
Simmons, who gained about 15 yards 
and it was first down on the 14 
yard line. Friedman and Simmons, 
with the latter doing most of it, then 
slammed into the middle of the 
Giant’s line and the line cracked 
wide open. Simmons finally went 
over for the touchdown, but Fried- 
man’s placement for the extra point 
went wide. 

The Giants tired badly after that 
and were pretty well pushed all over 
the field during the remaining min- 
utes of play. Haines came back well 
with the next kick-off and there was 
a forward pass from a 
Haines to White to Haggerty, that 
gained some ground, but the attack 
soon petered out. 

Cleveland kept coming back into 
seoring territory and once after 
blocking a Giant punt, Munn picked 
it up and ran to the Giants’ three- 
yard line.

CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—Thirty thou-

The Bears won the game in the 
second quarter. Led by, Paddy Dris- 
coll, they shoved the Yankees out of 
the spotlight and crashed over two 
touchdowns. It was Driscoil who 
started the trouble. 


Driscoll Sprints Thirty Yards. 


After a calm first period the Bears 
held the ball in midfield. Paddy 
knifed through the Yankee line in- 
side of Dicks Hall at right tackle and 
sprinted thirty yards down the centre 
of the field. Senn, White and Driscoll 
made it first down by inches on the 
New York li-yard line. Senn made 
three yards at right end, Joie Sterna- 
man pieked up two more and Senn 
planted the ball on New York’s 
1-yard line for a first down. Driscoll 
counted the touchdown on the next 

lay.

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Oct. 16.—

The man who would never get a 
second glance from nine coaches out 
ten’ receives ‘a lot of attention at 
Wesleyah, not because of any scarc- 
ity of material, but because Wood 
is sold on the idea of giving every 
man a chance .to show himself, .and 
particularly the. man who has noth- 
ing to start with except the courage 
and spirit to stand the gaff which 
is the lot of the scrub. 

There are men on this Wesleyan 
team who started regularly last year 
but who are playing minor rdéles 
now, and there are others who cut 
no figure at all in 1926 who are very 
much in the picture now. It is a 
team that distinctly bears the stamp 
of its coach, and, while it may fall 
far short of being the best outfit in 
the country and may not be the best 
in the Little Three, they think a 
lot of it on the campus here and 
have every confidence in Wood, in 
spite of the fact that the team has 
not won a game to date in four 
starts. 

Not. Seeking National Honors. 


; Wesleyan is one of the smaller in- 
stitutions that have no pretensions 
toward national championships. It 
is content to stay in its own class, 
maintaining standards of eligibility 
and in the class room that make 
proselyting impossible in any of its 
forms, and if it can achieve victory 
over its traditional rivals, Amherst 
and Williams, it regards that as 
honor enough. The opponents that 
it has met this year are of its own 
division, but each of them has played 
first-class football, better football 
than they put up as a general aver- 
age, and so the setbacks have not 
been taken too much to heart. 

On the contrary, there is an opti- 
mism and healthiness of spirit here 
that are as refreshing and invigor- 
ating as the New England air.

HIS DAYS AS A PUP 

Hayes, at 
Church | of: Transfiguration, 
Praises Progress of Parish. 


CELEBRATION IS COLORFUL 


From Pulpit In Mott Street Prelate 
Looks on Idols In Shop -Window 
and Chinese Listen Outside. 


Cardinal Hayes went back half a 
century to tell of the days when he 
was a ten-year-old pupil in the paro- 
chilal school of the Church of the 
Transfiguration, 29 Mott Street, in 
an address there yesterday morning. 
The occasion was a solemn high 
mass in celebration of the centennial 
of that church and of the silver jubi- 
leé of the placing of the parish in 
charge of the Salesian Fathers of 
Venerable Don Bosco. The Cardinal 
is looked upon as the most’ distin- 
guished alumnus of the ,school. 

The church, which is in the heart 
of New York’s Chinatown, was 
crowded, many of the former parish- 
foners of Irish descent coming back 
to warship with the Italians who now 
viftually make up the congregation. 

As Cardinal Hayes began to speak 
@ ‘hugh fell over all that section of 
Mott. Street, and Chinese, few of 
whom ever cross the church’s thresh- 
old, stood outside with bared heads 
lodking in at the scarlet-clad figure 
of the Cardinal and listening to his 
mild, clear voice. As he spoke his 
eyes could rest on a window filled 
with brass idols in the store of, the 
Kwong, Sun Chong Company, 30 
Mott Street, directly apposite the 
church. Among the 1,5 persons 
in the church was one Chinese fam- 


ily who attend mass, Mr. and Mrs. 
Woo and their children. ‘ 


' Praises Work in Parish. 


*‘My dearly beloved people, I am 
overjoyed as the Archbishop of this 
diocese to find myself here this 
morning rejoicing with the good Sa- 
lesian Fathers of Don Bosco and the 
people of the Transfiguration parish 
on the glorious occasion of the cele- 
bration of the centenary of the 
founding of this parish,’’: said Car- 
dinal Hayes. ‘ 

‘‘And I bear to you all the felicita- 
tions of the entire diocese. We all 
from the oldest parish in the diocese 
hasten to give thanks for the service 
this church has rendered to the coun- 
try and to this diocese. The record 
of the Church of the Transfiguration 
has’ been one of spiritual benefit to 
the people. So we may well thank 
Almighty God for the blessings that 
have flowed out from here for the 
lost one hundred years. 

“TI wish to congratulate the Sa- 
lesian Fathers of Don Bosco for their 
achievements here during the last 
twenty-five years and for the fact 
that a are privileged to celebrate 
this centenary. As look back, I 
geem to see all the pastors of this 
church since the Rev. Felix Varella 
founded the parish and became the 
first pastor. And I feel sure that 
they are looking down from Heaven 
on you as you worship this morning 
and that they are rejoicing over what 
has been accomplished here. 

‘“‘The Salesian Fathers have unified 
the old parish and the old church. 
It is rejuvenated. And in the last 
two years they have erected that 
monument to Christian education, 
your new school building. 


Recalls His School Days. 


“T cannot let this occasion go by 
without a personal remark. It was 
the old parochial school here which 


it was my privilege to attend fifty 
years ago when as a Boy I lived in 
this neighborhood. I remember the 
devoted Brothers and the Sisters who 
taught us, and I will never cease to 
be grateful for what they did for me. 
Later it looked for a time as if the 
old church was fading out. The Irish 
and those of Irish parentage who 
had made up the parish began to 
move out until few were Icft. 

‘“‘Then came the Italian penpee. and 
the church once again was filled at 
masses. You, my Italian friends, 
have glorified the cross in mee to 
this altar. I rejoice as Archbishop 
that I have lived to see your zeal as 
revealed today on the 100th anniver- 
sary of this parish. I know full well 
what this means for the future—for 
our people already here and those to 
come.”’ 

The celebrant of the mass was Mer. 
Thomas G. Carroll, chancellor of the 
archdiocese. The deacon of the mass 
was the Rev. William E. Cashin, rec- 
tor of St. Andrew’s Church and chap- 
lain at the Tombs, who was formerly 
chaplain at Sing Sing. The subdea- 
con was the Rev. Paul Zolin, pastor 
of the Church of Mary Help of Chris- 
tians.. The sermon was preached by 
the Rev. Patrick O’Leary, a Salesian 
Father.

CONTRARY TO OUR IDEALS 


Urges End to ‘Whispered’ 
Attacks in Talk on “a Roman 
Catholic President.”

To oppose the election of Governor 
Smith to the Presidency simply be- 
cause he is a Catholic is a capital 
sin against the most fundamental of 
American traditions, declared Dr.’ 
Henry Neumann, leader of the 
Brooklyn Society for Ethical Cul- 
ture, at a meeting of the society yes- 
terday morning in the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music, Lafayette Ave- 
nue and Ashland Place. Speaking 
on the subject ‘‘A Roman Catholic 
President,’’ he said: 

“The secret and wvepared. opposi- 
tion to Gover~»r Smith is illustrative 
of the worst inalady that confronts 
American institutions, the menace 
that arises from the contradiction be- 
tween what we say and what we do. 
Governor Smith is being attacked 
not on the basis of any specific legal 
disqualification, but. because of the 
unwritten law of prejudice. We still 
cherish the fine phrases concerning 
religious liberty and the equality of 
different sects, but actually. there is 
widespread and powerful public 
opinion directed against such re- 
ligious freedom. 

“‘We can at least be honest and 
sincere in our discussion of Governor 
Smith’s qualifications and bring the 
question frankly into the open. If 
it is true that a man cannot be 
elected to the Presidency of the 
United States because he happens to 
have been born into a minority re- 
ligious faith, let us say so frankly. 

“If, unfortunately, that is the atti- 
tude of the majority of Americans, 
let us indeed write it into the Con- 
stitution; let us draw up an amend- 
ment to the effect that only a 
Protestant, and a Fundamentalist 
Protestant at that, can be President. 
That, at least, was the honest atti- 
tude of most of our early Colonies. 
They disqualified voters and office- 
holders because of ,their religious 
views, but they admitted it. We are 
doing the same thing, but under the 
guise of religious toleration. 

‘“‘This evident hypocrisy is a threat 
to whatever we may hold dear in 
American institutions. The most 
dangerous of all our menaces is the 
native menace from within and not 
some fearful worry about foreign dic- 
tation, whether it be from Moscow 
or Rome. 

“This is not intended to be a cam- 
paign speech, and although Governor 
Smith has always shown the most 
intense honesty and fearlessness and 
executive ability, there is no occasion 
here to extol his personal character. 
There may well be much legitimate 
opposition to his candidacy, but let 
that opposition be revealed and not 
whispered about, as if in his person 
there lurked some mysterious men- 
ace,”’ 

Dr. Neumann went on to give ex- 
amples of prominent Catholics, such 
as Mayor Mitchel, Chief Justice 
White, Senator Walsh, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, late Prime Minister of Can- 
ada, and others, who never allowed 
their religion to’ influence their pub- 
lic policies,

BETTER HOME LIFE URGED 


Park Avenue Pastor Asserts We 
Will Decline Like Venice If 
Morals Are Neglected. 


*‘What our nation amounts to in 
the end will be determined by the 
home life of our children,’ the Rev. 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, nastor 
of the Park Avenue Baptist Church 


at Sixty-fourth Street, told his. con- 
gregation yesterday morning. . 

“It grows more obvious every day’ 
that the real battleground for. the 
moral life of America is the family,’’’ 
Dr. Fosdick continued. ‘Parents in 
shoals have been abandoning the re- 
ligious training offered by the 
churches, . Fathers have preferred 
automobile and golf to the sanctuary, 
and mothers have followed, or, be- 
coming modern on their own: ac- 
count, have espoused some ‘ism’ all 
the way from positive atheism to 
general indifferentism. One way or 
another, a large proportion of the 
children.of the United States today 
are being reared without any relig- 
ious’ training worthy of the name. 

“Religion. is something which is 
calight rather than taught, and the 
most contagious atmosphere for 
catching Christianity is in the home. 
We can teach a child that the most 
original contribution of Jesus to hu- 
man thought is the idea of the sa- 
credness of personality, but no mat- 
ter how many times he recites this, 
he can only absorb the truth of it 
from the way his family lives with 
itself,;its servants, its friends and its 
enemies. 

“We hear it said that religion is an 
intimate and personal matter. Par- 
ents refuse to interfere with their off- 
spring’s choice of faith, but get rid 
of -their responsibility by saying: 
‘Let him make up his mind inde- 
pendently when he comes of age.’ As 
if religion could be added to a man’s 
life, like a bay-window to a house! 
Voluntarily or involuntarily, we are 
teaching our children some sort of 
religion. A ‘home in which there is 
fear and distrust is propagating a 
sort of religion that will make a re- 
turn to confidence, faith or hope 
well-nigh impossible. 

‘‘There are some of you here today 
who are not conventionally religious 
at all, who haven’t much use for the 
church and are not nea, about 
many things that traditionally have 
passed for piety. But at least you do 
care about this nation and are good 
citizens. Then listen to John Ruskin 
on the downfall of Venice. ‘The de- 
cline,’ he says, ‘of her political pros- 
perity was exactly coincident with 
that of domestic and individual re-

SEES INDIFFERENCE 
ON CHURCH IN MEXICO 


Bishop Creighton of Episcopal 
Missionary District Tells of the 
Expulsion of Catholic Clergy. 


Roman Catholicism in Mexico is 
not the vital thing it is here and in 
other countries, as is clearly indi- 
cated by the lack of interest of the 
Mexican. people themselves in the 
expulsion of the Catholic clergy from 
Mexico, said the Right Rev. Frank 
W. Creighton, Bishop of the Ameri- 
can Protestant Episcopal Church for 
the Missionary District of Mexico, in 
a sermon at Holy Trinity Protestant 
Episcopal Church, Montague and 
Clinton Streets, Brooklyn, yesterday. 

Bishop Creighton, who will return 
on Thursday to Mexico City, said 
that the clergy of his and other de- 
nominations who fulfilled the re- 
quirements of the Mexican Govern- 
ment were not molested. 

‘“‘Despite newspaper stories to the 
contrary,’’ cag J Creighton said, 
“there is very little opposition to the 
action of the Government. 

“The Mexican Government § felt 
that the Roman Catholic Church 
was taking too great an interest in 
politics, had piled up too much treas- 
ure, and that its richest parishes 
were administered by foreigners to 
the exclusion of the native clergy. 
The Mexican Congress, therefore, 

assed an act or reglamento, pub- 
ished in the Diario Officel on Jan. 
18, 1927, enforcing Article 130 of the 
Mexican Constitution of 1917, devel- 
oped from the Constitution of 1857, 
which requires registration of the 
clergy, their absence from politics, 
and denies all but the native clergy 
the right to officiate. j 

“The Catholic Church anticipated 
that action and withdrew from ad- 
ministration on Aug. 1, 1926. There 
are no Roman Catholic priests offi- 
ciating in Mexico, because they have 
not registered and fulfilled the re- 
quirements of that article. 

"We (of the Episcopal Church) feel 
that we can conform to the regula- 
tions of the Mexican Government 
and have done’ so. We have now in 
Mexico. thirty-two natives churches 
and three foreign churches, includ- 
ing the cathedral in Mexico City, ad- 
ministered by eighteen native preach- 
ers and five foreign clergymen.”’ 


CRITICIZES ELDER FLIGHT.

Serving No Useful Purpose, 


Preaching in the Chelsea Metho-

BLAMES OLD IDEAS 
FOR ATHEISTS’ RISE 


Rev. Arthur Wilde Says Popular 
Conception of Trinity Causes 
Growth of Disbelief. 


URGES SWEDENBORG’S GOD 


He Declares Creator, Christ and 
Holy Spirit Are Essentials 
of Only One Person. 


The popular conception of God and 
the Trinity is in part responsible for 
such societies as the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Atheism, according to the Rev. Ar- 
thur Wilde, who spoke yesterday on 
the life and teachings of Emanuel 
Swedenborg at. the New Church 
(Swedenborgian), East Thirty-fifth 
Street between Park and ngton 
Avenues. 

‘‘Let us examine Swedenborg’s con- 
ception of God to see if any atheistic 
society would want to banish it from 
the human mind,’’ he said. ‘“‘Sweden- 
borg believed that God, the Creator 
of the universe, Christ the Savior, 
and the Holy Spirit were three as- 
pects of one God and only one per- 
son. The idea of the Trinity applies 
to essentials rather than persons, he 
thought. The pular conception 
contradicts week day arithmetic. 
You can’t have three persons as one, 
but you can have three essentials 
represented in one person. This is 
the greatest . fundamental truth 
Swedenborg enunciated. 

‘Next Swedenborg examined the 
Bible to fi out how far it is the 
word of God and how far it is pure 
literature. Myths, poetry and legend 
contained in it reveal God dealing 
with people according to human as- 
pect. It is not all literally true, 
though the men who wrote it thought 
the Bible the absolute truth. He said 
it contained the wisdom of God. 

“From Swedenborg’s beliefs we 
look upon the Bible as an entirely 
new book. We are no longer asked 
to believe that God created the uni- 
verse in six days. We are not asked 
to believe apparently impossible in- 
cidents. It is a symbolic and not an 
arbitrary arrangement founded on 
the science of correspondences. 

‘*To the belief that the human body 
will ever rise again Swedenborg was 
diametrically opposed. He said that 
the soul is the man and that the 
soul makes the man and makes the 
body. The body is merely a shell by 
which we come into sense contact 
with the world. Death liberates the 
soul from the body. This is the only 
theory in harmony with the Bible 
and the only rational explanation of 
human life, death and immortality.’

WARNS AGAINST CYNICISM 


Finds It Greatest of Many. Perils 
in American Life—Expects 
Triumph of Religion. 


A warning against dangerous ten- 
dencies in relation to certain aspects 
of national social life was empha- 
sized by the Rev. Dr. 8S. Parkes 
Cadman in his discussion of ‘Perils 
of American Life’’ in his weekly ad- 
dress yesterday afternoon before the 
Men’s Conference at thc Bedford 
Branch of the Y. M. C. A., Brook- 
lyn. Notwithstanding the ‘dark 
spots’? he sees in the social order, 
Dr. Cadman said h had no doubt 
of the ultimate triumph of religion, 
to which mankind is clinging with 
renewed faith everywhere. 

‘“‘When we learn that 800,000,000 
Bibles were sold and distributed 
within the last year, we must ac- 
cept that fact as an encouraging 
sign,” he went on. The less en- 
couraging tendencie~ in I‘ -, he said, 
were found in an increasing combina- 
tion of conditions which had been 
attributed generally to post-war 
causes. 

“If this nation ever falls,’’ he con- 
tiued, ‘‘it will fall from within and 
not from traitors without. The 
greatest enemy of America today, 
and in fact of the world, is cynicism; 
and another antagonist. of America 
is the one of superficiality in deal- 
ing with life, the moralities and the 
character values, as we find it dis- 
played in some portions of the press, 
in professional life and even in the 
pulpit, in which things of value or 
of fact are ignored or treated with- 
out vision or conscience. It repre- 
sents the cheap thought of shoddy 
citizenship. 

“In education it is not what our 
children know, and how much, but 
what they are. The terror of intel- 
lectualism is the man who has no 
moral values; the oil company scan- 
dal, the foul betrayal of public trust 
and the exploits of prizefights. Why 
should the people of the country be 
subordinated to the sports interest? 
A distinguished Judge told me of his 
experience in a restaurant, where he 
found everybody worshiping a man 
(Jack Dempsey) who had just come 
out of a prizefight, for which he was 
paid $500,000, more than George 
Washington had received for his life 
of service to his country.”

REPORTS WIDE SERVICE 
TO JEWISH EMIGRANTS 


Sheltering and Aid Society Seeks 
$500,000 to Carry On Work 
in Many Countries. 


Accomplishments .of the past. six 
months. in the care,.and. aid, of 
Jewish immigrants in many scattered 
parts of the world, both before they 
leave home countries and after their 
arrival in foreign lands, are outlined 
in a report made public yesterday by 
the Hebrew Sheltering and Immi- 
grant Aid Society of America, The 


society seeks $500,000 to carry on its 
program. 

The activities of the society, as dis- 
closed in the report, cover Poland, 
Latvia, Rumania, France, Uruguay 
and Australia. Emigrants were pre- 
pared. for -their travels, girls and 
women arriving alone in foreign 
countries were met and directed to 
destinations and language courses 
were given. 


“In Poland 10,556. emigrants. ap- 
plied to the local bureaus for infor- 
mation and aid,’’ the report says, and 
continues: “They were classified as 
follows: Skilled artisans and labor- 
ers 5,119, unskilled laborers 655, farm 
laborers 368, small’ merchants 677, 

rofessionals. 153; of which‘ number 

,584 were women:and children with- 
out any occupation: 
cants 1,457 asked. that their relatives 
in America and in other countries be 
located and in.259.cases the relatives 
were found. 

“In Poland, Latvia; Rumania and 
France 350 emigrants ;have been 
placed upon the land, where they 
are being trained for farm work to 
enable them to take ie Agee -occupa- 
tion in the countries which they 
are going. In various. cities, such as 
Kovna,’ Riga end~Kishineff, courses 
for chauffeurs’/as well: as instruction 
for ironworkers end smiths are be- 
ing conducted.

LONDON, Oct, 16.—Sterling’s con- 
tinued rise, to the highest rate since 
1914, has aroused fresh discussion of 
its causes and of the probable dura- 
tion of the movement. A -careful 
consideration of all facts is leading 
many bankers to the conclusion that 
financial rather than commercial rea- 
sons lie at the root of an advance 
which is quite contrary to previous 
experience at this season of the year. 

The first place as a cause is com- 
monly given to America’s increasing 
activity in sending abroad a part of 
its large surplus wealth. This habit 
havi been established, no change 
is etbocted from the existing confi- 
dence that the outside world can 
reckon on making large borrowings 
in the United States whenever neces- 
sary. Such Joans undoubtedly will 
be needed. 


Varying Causes for the Rise. 


The disparity between London and 
New York money rates, which con- 
tinues to attract American funds to 
this side, probably plays the second 
most important part in the strength 
of sterling, while America’s action in 
financing extensively this season its 
own exports to Europe, instead of 
leaving that task as usual to London, 
is the third important influence. 
Minor considerations. are the in- 
creased interest being taken in Wall 
Street in selective European invest- 
ments, outright: speculation for the 
rise which has been aroused by the 
unusual movement, and evidence of 
a much closer working agreement 
between British, Continental and 
American banking interests for the 
protection ef sterling. 

The fact, however, that the ster- 
ling situation is recognized as abnor- 
mal is rendering the market cautious. 
Few forecasts are made of its future 
in any important quarter. New 
York bankers were actively covering 
sterling last week, apparently fearful 
of being caught short of the market 
in view of its buoyant condition. This 
gave impetus to the rise in the last 
few days, but our bankers are now 
again pointing to the fact that Eu- 
rope’s ‘‘dollar requirements’’ have 
yet to be covered, in connection with 
the maturing of the produce bills 
and the settlement for the imports of 
American grain and cotton, 

When the Reaction Will Come. 

When that demand begins in ear- 
nest, a reaction in sterling is highly 
probable, But for the present, pur- 
chases of dollars are being deferred 
in the hope of acquiring them still 
cheaper. Talk of gold imports from 
America is not regarded seriously. 
It is estimated here that the rate 
would have to rise to at least $4.89 
before such a movement would be 
practical.

Continental alliances already have 
been effected in several directions, 
notably in artificial silk and the 
chemical trades. Courtaulds and the 
Imperial _Chemicel Company are 
pioneers in undertakings of this kind, 
which make a special appeal to 
American investors, and as _ this 
process of building up huge com- 
binations spreads, American interest 
in British and Continental invest- 
ment securities is likely to be iri- 
creased, 

It- is now predicted here that the 
day may come when the American 
market for foreign securities will sur- 
pass in importance the British mar- 
ket for American dollar securities 
which existed until the outbreak of 
the war, but which since then has 
virtually gone out of existence. 


Berlin Criticizes Stipulations.

BERLIN, Oct. 16.—The Berlin fi- 
nancial press welcomes the news that 
European stocks, including German 
issues, are to be listed in Wall Street. 
It is remarked, however, that the 
New York Stock Exchange’s severe 
conditions must automatically limit 
the number of corporations whose 
shares could apply for listing. In 
particular, the reported stipulation 
that no confidential information will 
be accepted threatens difficulty, be- 
cause this amounts'to a demand for 
public information which the Ger- 
man corporations do not fully divulge 
even to the home public. 

For instance, relations with other 
companies, personal control of blocks 
of stock and obligations concerning 
unissued shares are not freely stated. 
German common stocks are legally 
free for sale in any market, but in 
practice large sales of’stocks in a 
great many leading corporations are 
under obligation not to sell, this 
being sometimes the condition im- 
posed when fusions are negotiated. 
Most preferred stocks are tied up, 
having been issued with the specific 
aim of preventing foreign control, 
and for this purpose carrying the 
multiple voting .power as compared 
with common stocks. 


Listing of-French Stocks Unlikely.

PARIS, Oct. 16,—In financial cir- 
cles the plan of the New York Stock 
Exchange to admit foreign sécurities 
for trading is entirely approved. No 
criticism is made on the use of cer- 
tificates, of deposit for. trading and 
delivery..

MORE EXCHANGE BOUGHT 


Money at Paris Abnormally Easy, 
Although the French Public {fs 
Hoarding Banknotes.

PARIS, Oct. 16.—Some attention 
was attracted to the fluctuations of 
the’ franc last’ week, which were 
rather wider than usual. The 
limits of’ the movement were never- 
theless fairly narrow, and no great 
significance was attached to the 
fluctuation.. It is understood that 
the. bank has given up the plan of 
maintaining the franc at an absolute- 
ly invariable rate and has adopted a 
more elastic policy, still with ‘the 
view of retaining control of the mar- 
ket while still not leaving the franc 
exposed to speculation. 

During last week the bank had to 
buy and sell foreign exchange alter- 
nately on the open market. On bal- 
ance, bankers estimate that these 
operations resulted in £100,000 to 
£200,000 sterling purchased. 

Guesses on Course of Franc, 
and 
foreign securities rose again last 
week. Speculators and the general 
public appeared to favor those 
stocks; on the ground that, while 
further rise in the franc could no 
longer be expected, political events 
might conceivably cause a fall. As 
against that Stock Exchange view, 
however, bankers point out that be- 
fore anything of the sort could: hap- 
pen the general situation would 
have to change greatly, since the 
Bank of France now possesses, in ad- 
dition to its own gold reserves, about 
$1,000,000,000 ‘worth of foreign cur- 
rencies. This would .make easily 
possible the vigorous defense of the 
franc against attack if necessary. 

The Paris money market remains 
extremely easy; last week the dis- 
count rate approximated 1% per 
cent. Commercial bills have been in 
much demand by the private banks, 
and consequently have resorted less 
and less to discount by the Bank of 
France. As a result of this change, 
the bank’s portfolio of discounts has 
fallen to a record low level—lower 
even than its amount during the pre- 
war period. 


Public Is Hoarding Banknotes, 


Despite the large loans on foreign 
exchange, by means of which the 
Bank of France gives private banks 
the opportunity of temporarily in- 
vesting two or three billion francs 
abroad, supplies of capital seem to 
be freer than ever. Another result 
of the present peculiar situation is 
that, since issue of new defense 
bonds for less than two years has 
been suppressed,-.and since other 
popular investments are lacking, the 
general public, and in particular the 
country districts, are now hoarding 
money in the unproductive form of 
banknotes. 

This is one of the numerous rea 
sons for the fact that the Bank of 
France note circulation, notwith- 
standing the trade reaction of the 
year, now remains praetieally at the 
same volume as a year ago. 


EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 
LARGER IN ENGLAND 


Many Classes of September Ex- 
ports Exceeded Both 1926 
and 1925.

" LONDON, Oct. 16.—The returns for 
September show a further but slow 
yet steady recovery of British foreign 
trade. Total imports, although £300, 
000 below 1926, are £3,500,000 above 
1925. Exports are nearly £10,000,000 
more than last year, but £225,000 be- 
low 1925. 

Food, drink and tobacco imports 
cxceeded those of last year by up- 
ward of £3,000,000 and were £1,500,000 
above 1925. Coal imports were practi- 
cally nil, against nearly £8,000,000 last 
year; while coal exports rose £3,500,- 
000 over 1926 and were slightly below 
1925, when conditions were normal. 
Owing to the activity of the building 
trade, timber and wood imports last 
month were £2,600,000 greater than 
last year and £1,500,000 above 1925. 
Cotton imports, however, fell £300,000 
compared with last year and £1 ,500,- 
000 compared with 1925. 

Iron and steel imports were nearly 
£1,000,000 lower than 1926 but £700,- 
000 higher than in 1925. Exports of 
iron and steel, however, expanded by 
no less than £2,600,000 over last year, 
and exceeded even September, 1925, 
by nearly £1,000,000. The trend of 
our foreign trade in this particular 
direction appears, therefore, decided- 
ly. more encouraging. Cotton yarn 
exports, another big item of our 
foreign trade, were £300,000 above 
last year, although £3,250,000 below 
1925. 

The main classes of exports for 
September represented practically 
the same value as in the same month 
of 1925, so that in view of the lower 
range of prices in 1927 a general in- 
crease in quantities is indicated. 





Increased Salaries of State Em- 
ployes One Canse—Exchange 
Parchases a Factor.

‘PARIS, Oct. 16.—Last week’s Bank 
of France return was not as satisfac- 
tory as had been anticipated, par- 
ticularly in the fact that note circu- 
lation decreased only 480,000,000 
francs, notwithstanding the increase 
of 2,000,000,000 in the preceding fort- 
night. This persistence of outstand- 
ing note circulation around the 
highest figure of the year is com- 
monly explained by the fact that 
bank notes have been paid out by 
the Treasury to redeem maturing 
1922 bonds and to meet arrears of 
increased salaries voted to public ser- 
vice. The latter expenditure is 
spread among a very large number 
of people, which makes it certain 
that some considerable time will 
elapse before the return of the notes 

to the bank. 

But the high figure reached by the 
circulation arises also from another 
cause. The fact that the bank’s note 
issues, despite slackening business 
and falling prices, have not, only 
failed to decrease but have risen sub- 
stantially since last Winter has been 
partly due to the bank’s operations 
in exchange. A certain amount of 
new bank notes has been issued to 
cover exchange bills bought by the 
bank. 

These new note issues are thus 
practically backed to their full value 
by gold. Nevertheless, it is con- 
sidered in banking circles that they 
amount to a kind of currency infla- 
tion. which is not without its disad- 
vantages, especially in so far as it 
creates resistance to lower prices. 

Bankers believe that repeal of the 
law forbidding export of French cap- 
ital would remedy this condition of 
the market; but Poincaré is deter- 
mined to oppose that measure. 

The bank last week bought gold 
and silver coins for the purchase 
price of 12,000,000 francs, 


PRICES IN FRANCE 
AGAIN MOVING DOWN 


September Average 3% Below 
August—Down 26% From

PARIS, Oct. 16.—The monthly in- 
dex of wholesale prices in France 
shows that the trend of values is 
still perceptibly downward. The in- 
dex number of the Statistique Gén- 
érale was reduced nearly 3 per cent. 
in September, standing at 6138 as 
against 631 in August, 633 in July, 
and 641 in March, which was_ the 
highest of 1927. The September in- 
dex number of 618 compares with 
787 of September of last year, with 
556 in the same month of 1925 and 
with 486 in 1924. The high point 
reached during the fall of the franc 
in 1926, was 838, in July, so that the 
average decrease between that date 
and last month has been more than 
26 per cent. 

The index number of retail prices 
declined in September to 532. This 
compares with 539 in August and 
631 in November, 1926, the maximum 
of that year.

Berlin Believes Reichsbank’s Power 
to Obstruct: Placing of Further 
Loans Abroad Is Not Increased.

» BERLIN, .. Oct. ..16.—The .. arrange- 
“ment now reached between the Cabi- 
net and the Reichsbank, concerning 
‘the future policy to be. observed re- 
’ garding German borrowing abroad is 
' considered to constitute a partial vic- 
tory for MReichsbank President 
Schacht. The reason for that view 
is that applications for sanction in 
-such loans will hereafter be submit- 
ted to more severe scrutiny. 

In the conference which has been 
held to discuss the future policy re- 
garding foreign loans, the Advisory 
Committee, including the Reich- 
bank’s representatives, unanimously: 
declared that ‘‘in the immediate.fu- 
ture Germany cannot dispense with 
the placing of foreign long-term 
‘loans, and these are entirely justified 
- both from the business and financial 
standpoint. Better provisions, how- 
ever,”’ the statement of the confer- 
ence proceeds, ‘‘must be.made for 
insuring that objections raised 
against the loans shall be thoroughly 
weighed.”’ 


The “Committee of Appeal.” 


With that purpose in view, the 
higher-Committee of Appeal will be 
created; empowered to override fa- 
vorable decisions by the Loans Ad- 
visory Committee. It is understood 
that this appeal committee will con- 
sist of one. representative apiece 
from the Finance Ministry for In- 
dustry and from the Reichsbank. 

Also the tests applied to loans at 
the first hearing before the Advis- 
ory Committee will be made more se- 
vere. Heretofore the only tests have 
been, first, whether the proposed 
loan was for productive purposes; 
second, whether it could not be 
floated at home. In future, any for- 
eign loan, even though it satisfies 
the above two tests, may be vetoed 
on the ground that it is undesirable 
from the viewpoint of the general 
currency situation or the general-eco- 
nomic position. 


Reichsbank Control Rejected. 


Dr. Schacht’s demand that the vote 
in favor of sanctioning a loan must 
be unanimous was rejected—it would 
have created a situation in which his 
representative ‘could ‘single-handed 
veto any loan. As the matter is left, 
both the Advisory Board and the Ap- 
peal Committee will decide by major- 
ity vote. 

The comment of the banking com- 
munity is that the new arrangement 
will always have the effect of delay- 
ing sanction for such loans as the 
Reichsbank opposes. Nevertheless, 
since Dr. Norden, who presides over 
the Advisory Committee and repre- 
sents the Finance Ministry, and with 
him the representatives of the Min- 
istry of Industry, both favor a lib- 
eral attitude toward borrowing, the 
feeling is that the Reichsbank’s 
power to obstruct foreign loans will 
not be greatly increased. 


BERLIN MONEY NOT TIGHT. 


Commercial Bills Below Bank Rate 

—Bank’s Position Unsatisfactory.

BERLIN, Oct. 16.—Day-to-day 
money on the Berlin market was in 
sufficient supply last week, although 
demand increased in view of the 
pending mid-month settlements. The 
rate at the week-end ranged from 
6% to 8 per cent. Private discounts 
were made at 65%. The rate for com- 
mercial bills, which since last May 
had been considerably above the 
Reichsbank’s rate, has now fallen 
back to 6% per cent., or fractionally 
below the bank’s figure. 

The Reichsbank’s return as of Oct. 
7 was considered unsatisfactory, be- 
cause of the small decline in dis- 
counts and circulation. Discounts 
remain 105,000,000 marks above the 
figure reached exactly a month be- 
fore, and the note issue is higher by 
204,000,000. Each constitutes a high 
record for the first week of a month.

Nevertheless, the present situa- 
tion does not definitely exclude 
remittances from London to New 
York, and it is not overlooked 
that the greater part of the pay- 
ments by London to America on 
account. of produce purchases, 
which have thus far been deferred 
through the help of the New 
York discount market, will have 
to be faced when the bills thus 
discounted fall due. 











GERMAN IRON OUTPUT 
LARGEST OF THE YEAR 


September Production 224,628 
Tons Above 1926—Other 
Industries Active.

BERLIN, Oct. 16.—Pig iron output 
in Germany during September is 
stated at 1,104,653 metric tons. This 
compares with 1,115,503 in August, 
with 880,025 in September of last 
year and with 735,000 in September, 
1925.. Although September’s total 
output fell below the preceding 
month, the average daily output was 
larger than in August or in any other 
month this year. 

Favorable home conditions in the 
trade are shown by the recent state- 
ment that the excess of exports over 
imports in heavy iron and steel de- 
clined in August to 45,000 tons. In 
1926 the exports of such commod- 
ities exceeded imports by an aver- 
age of 340,000 tons per month. 

The boom in general trade, not- 
withstanding official predictions that 
it had run its course, does not yet 
appear to have slackened. The tex- 
tiles industry is active, although ap- 
parently approaching the saturation 
point. New orders are now mainly 
for ‘‘luxury goods.’’ In artificial 
silk, home consumption far exceeds 
the output and imports for the year 
to date have been much more than 
double the exports.

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 16.— The rise 
in European bank rates and in the 
European money markets, which now 
has become fairly general, attracted 
much attention last week. Prevalent 
belief is that this upward tendency 
in Europe cannot leave the American 
money market wholly unaffected. 

The increase on Thursday of the 
Netherlands bank rate on discounted 
bills and promissory notes to 4% and 
5 per cent. respectively, as against 
the 4 and 4% per cent. rates main- 
tained since October of 1925, was 
entirely unexpected. There was 
some effort to explain it by the fact 
that 12,000,000 guilders, representing 
foreign bills and balances, had lately 
been remitted abroad; but this move- 
ment was not unusual. In February 
and June no less than 60,000,000 
guilders were similarly exported with- 
out a rise in the bank rate. 

It is, however, admitted that the 
position of the Netherlands Bank 
has been considerably weakened. 
Between Jan. 10 and Oct. 10 its hold- 
ings of foreign bills were reduced 
from 195,000,000 guilders to 125,000,- 
000, its balances abroad from 60,000,- 
000 to 35,000,000 and its gold holdings 
from 414,000,000 guilders to 386,000,- 
000. 


Last week’s rise, however, was 
undoubtedly an immediate result of 
the previous week’s advance in the 
Reichsbank rate; for large amounts 
of Dutch capital at once sought in- 
vestment in Germany under the 
more attractive rates and at the

Corn This Year. :

CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—Surprises were 
givén the grain trade by the Govern- 
ment report, estimating the corn crop 
at .2,063,000,000 bushels, compared 
with 2,457,000,000 bushels in Septem- 
ber, and 2,647,000,000 bushels as the 
final returns last year. Few in the 
grain trade expected the high re- 
turns, as they were above the private 
estimates, In the eleven States there 
are. 1,865,000,000 bushels, compared 
with 1,811,000,000 bushels last year 
and 1,929,000,000 bushels as the e- 
yor average. This leaves 738,000,000 

ushels of corn outside of the eleven 
States, a shortage of almost 100,- 
000,000 bushels from last year, and a 
loss of 100,000,000 bushels from the 
five-year average. 

Nebraska, Kansas and South Da- 
kota have an aggregate of 567,000,000 


bushels, compared with 276,000,000 
bushels last year, and a five-year 
average of 411,000,000 bushels. I- 


linois and Iowa combined are esti- 
mated at 607,000,000 bushels, ' com- 
pared with 736,000,000 bushels last 
her § and an average of 735,000,000 
ushels. These figures mean that 
Nebraska, Kansas and South Da- 
kota have within 30,000,000 bushels 
as much corn as Illinois and Iowa, 
and their excess of 91,000,000 bushels 
over last year will y make up 
the.loss in Iowa and ois, the two 
largest corn-producing States. 

There is a shortage of 75,000,000 
bushels from last year’s production 
in Indiana and Ohio, which means 
that the Eastern consumers will have 
to come further West for their corn 
this year, and in case Illinois and 
Iowa are short, there will be a sur- 


plus west of the Missouri River from | 


which to draw. 

It is estimated that 75 to 100 per 
cent. of Iowa’s corn crop is free from 
killing frost, although in scattered 
sections of the corn belt frost did a 
little damage. In Illinois the crop 
is not so far advanced as in Iowa, 
although the bulk of the acreage is 
said to have been matured, yet Il- 
linois has the shortest crop in recent 
years. Indiana has about two-thirds 
of an average crop, and its quality 
is 77, comvared with a_ ten-year 
average of 86. All indications point 
to a lower quality of corn in the 
Middle West than last year, while 


Nebraska, Kansas and Oklahoma 
are estimated to have above the 
average.

DEFENDS PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


P. .H. Gadsden Says They Will Not 
Oppose Legitimate Investigation. 


P.. H. Gadsden, Vice Chairman of 
the. Joint Committee of National 
Utility Associations, announced yes- 
terday that the public utilities would 
not oppose a legitimate, unbiased, 
non-political investigation of the in- 
dustry by experts, but that they 
would appeal directly to. the Amer- 
ican public in opposing any inquiry 
aimed primarily to further the in- 
terests of any politician or political 
party. 

Mr. Gadsden said there recently 
had arisen in certain quarters ‘‘the 
demand for an investigation of the 
— utility industry.’’ He contin- 
ued: 

‘‘Whether or not. such demand is 
representative of general public opin- 
ion in the United States, it consti- 


tutes a challenge to the leaders of 


public utilities to declare their i- 
tion on the subject. Nobody likes to 
be investigated. The proposal to in- 
vestigate carries with it the sugges- 
tion of wrongdoing or suspicion of 
evil intent, and I do not think there 
is a red-blooded man in the country 
who would not resent a suggestion 
that he ought to be investigated. 

‘‘But I do not hesitate to say that 
in my judgment we should welcome 
a comprehensive and thoroughgoing 
investigation of all the phases of the 
public utility business conducted by 
investigators qualified by training 
and experience to develop all the 
complex facts of the second largest 
industry in the United States with- 
out partisan or sectional prejudice 
and free from political bias.’’

Ten thousand office workers em- 
-ployed by the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, of whom more 
than 7,000 were said to be girls, will 
be sought, it was announced yester- 
day, as members of a ‘‘white collar’ 
workers’ union which will seek mem- 


bership throughout the insurance 
field. 

The union is the Bookkeepers, Ste- 
nographers and Accountants’ Union, 
12,646, affiliated with the American 
‘Federation of Labor. Leonard Bright, 
President of the organization, in the 
announcement said. that it. would 
seek to establish with the Metropoli- 
tan the principle.of collective bar- 
gaining, the recognition of the union, 
the payment of a minimum wage of 
$21 a week instead of $12 a week, 
payment for overtime and appeal 
from summary dismissals. 

Haley Fiske, President of the Met- 
ropolitan, said last. night at his home 
at Bernardsville, N. J., the announce- 
ment was one made periodically in 
an attempt -to. persuade: ‘‘our be 
to join a union they laugh at. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ he said, 
“none of our workers has been ap- 
proached except by circulars which 
ask for $1 from each worker for the 
union. No one in our: organization, 
so far-as I have been able to learn, 
desires to assist this union. It’s al- 
together an.outside crowd which has 
pa aes « false ar oper espenae iets 
“The wages we pay are really hig 
for that class of work, There are no 
summary dismissals. Some may get 
as low as $12 a week during a trial 
period when they’ start work, but 
there are no :permanent $12 a ‘week 
salaries, and we promote as rapidly 

as we can.’ 

Mr. Bright said that Mr. Fiske had 
ignored “‘recent efforts of the union 
to get his company to treat with it.’’

LESS DRESS GOODS USED. 


Skimpy Fashions Cut Amount 
Needed for Garment 1 2-3 Yards. 


WASHINGTON; Oct. 16 (*).—Short- 
er skirts, shorter sleeves and the 
straight-line design of women’s cloth- 
ing have reduced by about 1 2-3 yards 


the amount of goods required for a 
dress made on present-day. patterns 
as compared with dresses of eight 
years ago. 

This has been determined by the 
Bureau of Home Economics of. the 
Department of : pp eee: which 
has just completed a study of the 
styles to determine to what exent the 
changes of fashion have directly af- 
fected the yardage sold of all kinds 
of dress goods. 

‘“‘A gradual decrease in the yardage 
required for dress patterns is evi- 
dent from 1918 to 1927,’ said the 
bureau. “The skirts worn in 1919 
reached the ankles. The hem line 
has been moving steadily upward. In 
1925 it was ten or twelve inches from 
the floor and at penn it is fifteen 
or more inches u The long or 
three-quarter length sleeves of 1918 
and 1919 became pa and shorter 
up to 1924 and 1925.”

STERL PRODUCTION 
VARIES BUT LITTLE 


Rate, Though Basic Condi- 
tions Are Now Unfavorable. 


AUTOMOBILE DEMAND OFF 


Pabricated Architectural Stee! Let- 
tings Are Running a Trifle Light 
—Pig Iron Market Quiet. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 16.—Seasonal 
influences have served to maintain 
the rate of steel production fairly 
well:in the past two months, in face 
of increasingly unfavorable basic 
conditions. This favorable influence 
is now practically spent and thus for 
the remainder of the year steel will 
be under two adverse influences. 

Assuming the steel industry’s full 
capacity to be 186,500 tons of ingots 
per working day, which is 14 per 
cent, above the American Iron and 

_. Steel Institute’s rating of ‘‘practical 
capacity,” the actual production was 
68.7 per cent. in July, 69.4 per cent. 
in August and 67.2 per cent. in Sep- 
tember, while CGctober production 
may be estimated at inside the lim- 
its thus. shown. Production has 
therefore been running at a remark- 
ably uniform rate, showing neither 
the seasonal increase that was pre- 
dicted nor a decrease by reason of 
the decline in general trade activity. 

The first half of this year showed 
an average of 82.3 per cent. opera- 
tion, while the second half may be 
forecast at 66 per cent., making 74 
per cent average for the year. This 
would represent 8 per cent. decrease 
from last year’s tonnage, which was 
a shade under 47,000,000 gross tons 
of ingots. 

Of last year’s ingot production 
about 2,500,000 tons were used in 
making oil country tubular goods, 
about 7,000,000 tons passed into auto- 
mobile steel and about 4,000,000 
tons into rails. Oil country goods 
are off one-third or more this year, 
automobile steel is off perhaps 20 
per cent. and rails are off by a 
substantial amount. The three losses 
probably represent more than 3,000,- 
000 tons of ingots, or more than 6 
per cent. of last year’s production, 
leaving an insignificant decrease for 
all other lines. Undoubtedly there 
have indeed been some increases, 
that being notably the case in con- 
sumption by the farm implement 
industry. 

The steel trade’s complaint abovt 
the state of business is found by 
insistent inquiry among sellers to be 
due to price conditions more than 
to tonnage conditions, for production 
and shipments make as a whole 
rather a fair comparison, and the 
foregoing analysis supports this con- 
clusion perfectly. The difficulty is 
the ambition of individual mills to 
increase their business from year to 


year as their capacity increases, and 
to various jealousies cropping out. 

The automobile industry is going 
from bad to worse in its steel re- 
quirements, which are now Ment light, 
but there was a slump in that trade 
at just this time last year. The 
agricultural implement industry also 
had a decline a year ago, whereas 
now it is running very well and is 
already well ahead of last year in 
steel consumption. Freight car and 
locomotive buying is practically ab- 
sent. The year to date shows little 
if any decrease, but a year ago there 
was buying in prospect. Fabricated 
structural steel lettings are running 
only trifle light, while the year 
thus far shows no loss from last 
year. 

The pig iron markets are quiet all 
along the line, and producers feel 
that general conditions in their out- 
look have wn poorer. The scra 
market is simply marking time, wi 
mills disposed to reduce their stocks. 


LACK OF STABILITY 
IN STEEL PRICES SEEN 


Tendency Is to Shade Values, 
Though There Is No Corre- 
sponding Lessening in Costs. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 16.—There has 
been no decrease in steel production 
costs in the past year sufficient to 
cover even the very moderate decline 
in prices as compared with those of 
last year, and an unfavorable fea- 
ture, as to profits as a whole, is that 
there is more decrease in demand 
for the more profitable than for the 
less profitable products of the steel 
industry. 

In bars, shapes, plates, sheets and 
strips prices can hardly be regarded 
as well established. In bars, shapes 
and plates the attempt inaugurated 
last month to establish 1.75 cents as 
minimum may be said to be success- 
ful thus far, but there is room for 
doubt because the program involved 
establishing 1.85 cents as the price 
to the smaller buyers, and by no 
means has that been fully accom- 
plished. 

In the sheet trade it is now fully 
admitted that prices are off $2 a ton 
from those asked by mills since 
last May, various orders on books 
being written down. At the same 
time sheet buyers feel that there is 
an advance, as they make compari- 
son with last April, never having re- 
garded Pe mill advance as fully es- 


In hot and cold rolled strips recent 
sales are not regarded as really es- 
tablishing the market. A very high 
percentage of the orders, in point of 
number, have been at full prices, 
but the tonnages are so small individ- 
aby as not to indicate strength, 
while a considerable tonnage, in a 
very few orders, has e at con- 
cessions, and these in turn are not 
regarded as sufficient to prove that 
the market is lower.

Trogram Committee Named. 


Committee on Revision of the Lien 
Law of the Association of Master 


Plumbers of the City of New York, 
who presided, selected Fergus Mc- 
Laughlin of the Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion, William E. Taylor of the Heat- 
ing and Piping Contractors’ Associa- 
tion and John Brislin Jr. of the 
Lumber Dealers’ Association of 
Brooklyn to submit a program of 
permanent organization at 3 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon at the Engineer- 
ing Societies Building, 39 West 
Thirty-ninth Street. Allen E. Beals, 
commenting on the Lien law, said: 

‘There apparently is a growing 
public protest against that feature 
of the present Mechanics’ Lien law of 
New York that permits a borrower 
of building funds to divert them into 
channels having no relation to the 
eres for which the loan was 
made, Small investors who are pour- 
ing their savings into building mort- 
gages are evidently interesting them- 
selves in this reform, which calls for 
the maintenance of a sound and 
healthy business relationship between 
the borrower of thrift funds and 
building material purveyor and con- 
tractor on the job. 

“Tt was argued that lenders of 
building money have as much at 
stake in the proposal to amend the 
Lien law as have contractors and 
builders’ supply firms because, if 
they do not see to it that those to 
whom they lend the public’s money 
carry out their obligation with honor 
and fidelity to the building erector 
or material man as well as to the 
lender, the security upon which the 
loan is made is placed in jeopardy, 
as is the good faith of the lending 
concern or its personnel. 

“It was at this point that empha- 
sis was laid upon the great increase 
of late in the filing of mechanics’ 
liens as proving conclusively that 
there is eady too great laxity in 
the law in this particular. This in- 
crease in the filing of liens was also 
held to show how great has become 
the need to start the work of repair- 
ing the great damage that already 
has been done by fraudulent bank- 
ruptcies and failures actually aided 
and encouraged by this law. 


Need Prompt Action. 


“The situation has, in fact, be- 
come so bad that New York lumber 


retailers and wholesalers cannot wait 
even until January, when the next 
Legislature meets, for relief. 

“On Oct. 6 they organized what
